The fourth Seale being opened, 
there came foorth a Rider vpon a pale 
horſe, and the Rider is deſcribed, firſt, 
by his name,death, Secondly,by a com- 
panion, hell followed with him: and both 
ate deſcribed by their power; power was 
giuen vnto them, c. verſ. 8. The inter- 
pretation of theſe foure borſes,is as my- 
ſticall as Nebachadnezzars dreame, 
and may very well beare the ſelfe ſame 
interpretation, which Daniel gave of 
that great Image, whoſe heed was of 
gold breft and armes of filuer, belly and . 
thighes of braſſe, leg ges of iron, Dan. 2. 
32.33. This Image was an Emblem, 
or repreſentation of the foure Monar- 
chies of the World; the Menarchie of 
the Aſyrians,or Caldeans; the Monar- 
chice of the Medes and Perſians; the 


Mona- 
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Momarchie of the Greciam; the (Mo- 


narchie of the Romans : and as Gold, of 
all other mettals is the beſt, and pureſt; 
and thetefore it is ſaid, that Heanenty 
Jermſalem is a ¶ itie of pare Gold, Apoc. 
21.18. So White is the beſt, and chie- 
eſt of all celours; and therefore ir is 
nid, that the Saints were clothed with 
white Robes, verſ. 11. Which colour 
is conſectated to innoceney, puritie, 
victorie and felicitie; and therefore it 
is faid, that the head of the Image was 
of fine Gold, Dan. 2. 3 2. And that the firſt 
horfe was white, ver ſ. a. ſo the firſt Mo- 
nar chte, vir. ofche Caldeans (though 
fulk of crueltie) was the beſt, and a gol- 
den Age, comparatively in reſpe& of 
the reſt : but the laſt of all was the 
worft of all: the Romane Emperours 
outſtripped all the reſt, in their bloudy 
proieRts, and vnſpeakable cruelties; 
for who can reckon vp all their expedi- 
tions of warre, ſo many funerals of Ci- 
uren, maſſacting of ſo many millions 
ofmen,depopulations and diſpeopling 
of ſo many Countries, burnings of ſo 
many 
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many Cities, ſuch a prodigall profuſi- 
on of blood when this Roman horſe ru- 
ſhed forth? in ſo much, that the fourth 
part of the Earth was ſlaine with the 
ſword of this fierce Beaſt, as it is, verſ. &. 
The crueltie of all preceding Emperor: 
was clemencie, being compared with 
theſe Rewans, whoſe Drummes ſoun- 
ded nothing elſe but blood and death, 
and their little finger was bigger, then 
the loines of all their predeceſſouts. 
The fifth Seale being opened, Saint 
Tobn ſa the Soules of bleſſed Martyrs 
lying vnder the Altar, and crying for 
revenge; where firſt hee ſhewes the eſ- 
ſence of true Martyrs: they were lea, 


(ſo may falſe Martyrs) tis a good cauſe pſcudo- 
that makes a Martyr,and therefore it is martyrs. 


ſaid,that they were killed for the word of 
Ged, and for the teſtmonie of the truth, 
verſe 9, The words may haue te- 
ference either ynto the Church Mili- 
rant, who may bee termed Martyrs, 
though they bee neucr killed, and 
though they neuer ſtriue to bloud, vic. 
when Chriflians ate rayled at, reuiled, 
: ſcorned, 


— 
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ſcorned, diſgraced, abuſed, ſalſe witne(- 
ſes ſuborned,cither to empaire the cre- 
dit of their perſon, or empeach the ſin- 
ceritie of their profeſſion: for the Deuil 
firſt letteth looſe the tongues of the 
wicked to ſpeake ill, before he letteth 
looſe their hands to doe ill. Thus that 
Protomartyr Stenen was gnaſhed at 
with the teeth of the wicked, Adler 7.54. 
before he was floned; and they ſubor- 
ned men, which ſaid, Wee haue heard 


eAtes 6.11, Thus our Saxicxr, before 
he ſuffered, endured ſuch contradict. 
ons of finners,accounted ſometimes for 
a [editions perſona wine-bibber, a friend 
to Publicantand ſinners, one that had a 
Dewill, one that preached falſe do- 
ctrine, &c. And thus Paul, before hee 
ſealed Peters confeſſion with his bloud, 
wevftl.ro he was accounted for a mad man, a ſe- 
fel ducer ef the people, and for one not worthy

not our wants in particular) or in re- 


ſpe of themſelues which haue ſuffe- 
red,they cry for reuenge (for it is Gods 
peculiar) either in this lite by his tem- 
porall plagues ot puniſhments, or by 
haſtening his comming vnto ludge- 
ment, when they ſhall eternally be te. 
warded in that euerlaſtingly burning 
Tophet , prepared for all perſecuting 
. Xing. 
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Kings and Princes, who haue made ha. 
— of the Saints, Now the time 
when this was, Saint John makes it ma- 
nifeſt, that it was aſter the opening of 
of the fourth Scale, and after the com- 
ming forth of the fourth Horſe:for the 
fierceneſſe and furious rage of this Ro- 
miſh Beaſt was not vttetly abated, al- 
though there was ſcarce matter left for 
malice to worke ypon : but no ſooner 
was Chriſt borne, which was when Au- 
guſius Oltanins was Emperonr, in the 
two and fortieth yeere of hisraigne 
and alſo put to death againe, which 
was when Tyberins was Emperour, be- 
fore the ¶ burch had recovered any 
ſſtength or growth, but Tyranny wai- 
ted on her, to deuoure her children as 
ſoone as they were borne, There are 
two diſtin times, in which the Church 
of God ſuffered moſt grieuous perſe- 
cutions; the firſt was in her Primitive 
eſtate, when by the preaching of the 
Apoſtles, the number of belceuers 
were multiplied cxceedingly; then did 
the foes encreaſe, that troubled her 
peace 
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peace and proſperity, bearing euill 
will to Sion, inueigled by that helliſh 
Dragon, that was ſet at liberty, ben- 
ding and bandiog all their forces and 
furies, proſecuting ber with all night 
and malice ,did fer ber againe a bieed- 
ing, hen ſhee was yet but a budding, 
Her mod bloudy perſecuzours were 
theſe Romane bloud-thirfty Emperors, 
Domician , Traian, Nero, Doecine, 
Diocieſſan, Antonius,  Maxentine , 
Lycinixs and other cruel Tyrants, euen 
yotil the time of Conflantine the Great; 
by whom the Samts were killed all the 
day long and were acconnted 4s ſbrepe to 
be flame. : | 
The ſecond time was in theſe laſt 
times, voder Antichriſt, when the 
whole number of Martyrs ſhall bee 
compleatly finiſhed,as itis v. i t. which 
may alſo bee divided into tenne perſe- 
cutions, if wee reckon vp all thoſe 
ſlaughters of bleſſed Martyrs, which 


haue beene from the time of Jahn 


VVickleene within theſe 138. yeers, vn- The erg 
till this time throughout all the coaſts perſecuti» 


of Europe. As fiſt vndet King Henry on. 
B the 
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the fourth and fut, here is —— the 


ſecond vnder that generall Councell 
held in Conflantis, and Bohemia; the 
third vnder the Biſhoppes of Rome , 
and the neereſt Prouinces thereof; 
the fourth vnder Charles the fifth 
Empere in Germany ; the fift vnder 
Henry the eighth in Exg/azd; the ſixt 
vnder Henry the ſecond in Fraser; the 
ſeuenth ynder James the ſecond, in 
Scotland : the eight vnder Charles the 
ninth in France; vnder whoſe raigne 
there were within the ſpace of one 
moneth put to death, aboue twenty 
thouſand of Martyrs ; the ninth was 
vnder Queene Mary here in England, 
the that was a ſecond Nere,for her cru- 
elty, but a. for the Churches comfort, 
ſhe was but Nabecnla cite tranſ ure A 
ſhort tempeſt : for had ſhe lived, then 
had the Churches chieſeſt nurſing mo- 
ther beene bereaued of her liſe, and we 
her children ſhould neuer haue inioy- 
ed theſe Halcyonian dayes wherein the 
Goſpel flouriſheth in deſpite eyther of 
Pope or Turks. During the time of 
whoſe raigne, which was but for the 
ſpace 
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ſpace of ſiue yeeres, there were aboue 
hh thouſand liuing bodics of the 
moſt choiſeſt Martyrs moſt cruelly 
burnt, I ſay, the lining bodies, to aggra- 
uate the depth of their inraged enuy; 
for they would not ſuffer the bones of 
the dead to rcft in their graues, bur they 
muſt be burnt to aſhes, when they 
were almoſt rotten to the duff, The 
tenth was vnder Philip in Sh, and 
Flaunder t, as in the Spaviſh Inquiſiti- 
on we may read more at large; nay, al- 
moſt what pare of the earth hath noc 
that drunken YFhore of Romo moyſt- 
ned with the bloud of Saints ? And 
theere is not an end, but thil ſhee is

Wichin 
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Within the Pages of this holy Writ, 
Chrift, the Church, the Minifters, are 
placed like the Sunne, Moone, and 
Starres inthe Firmament of Heauen; 
This Heauen departed in the raigne of 
eAntichriſt , and became as a claſped 
Bookein reſpect of the vſe of it, for al- 
moſt as good as if it had not beene at 
all, then the people neuer aiot the bet- 
ter by it, hen the Laiety might not 
read it; but through the Prieſts ſpecta- 
cles: when Images were Lay- mens 
Bookes, and ſacred Scripture departed 
like a ſcrole, that is, lockt vp in an vn- 
knowne tongue. Earthquakes: doe 
hgnifie ſeditions, alterations, mutati- 
ons of Kingdowes,and Empires, ſuch as 
began in the Papacy, and doe not end 
as yet; but till doth that exceeding 
dreadfull beaſt, Daniel 7.v. 1 9. ſtirre vp 
ſeditiona, diſturbe cõmon peace, ſhake 
Kingdomes, blowe vp Patliaments, 
cut off and anathemize Kings, by the 
thunder- bolt of excommunication', 
yea and afterwards Canenize Devils 
for Saints; if they would aduenture to 
kill Kings. 
The 
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The Mowntaynes ate, ſay they, the 
Prophets whom the breath of Anti- 
chriſt doch ouer - turne, and by the ſame 
breath of that not erring Aan of fone, 
doe the Scholt Doctors by their falſe 
gloſſes and peruerſe interpretations , 
corrupt, depraue , and over-throw the 
ſenſe of the Prophets, 

The 1lands. ſay they, are the workes 
and writings of Philoſophers , which 
the ſame Doctors doe pervert ſome o- 
ther way, beyand the minde and mea- 
— of Philotophers, ſo that there is 
nothing cõmon with the Prophets, nor 
with true Philoſophie. Kings and rich 
men, oc. are the Monarchs of the 
world , and other priuate men made 
ſubiect to the Popes Catholicall and N 
winer/all Supremacy, when Kings muſt 
bold che ſtirrup, and kiſſe the greaſy 
ſeet of that triple-crownd Moutter, 

Hid them lues m dennes | that is (ſay 
they) the Cels, Cloyers, Solicary pla- 
ces, Neſts of Nunnes, and vnſociable 
Monkes. I will not diſallow ofthis al- 
legorizing interpretation, for it may 
very well ſtand for current: but accor- 
ding 
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ding to the ſimple ſenſe and meaning 
of the words, as they lye nakedly to be 
conſidered, and if Scripture may inter 
pret Scripture, the Prophet 1/a:ab ma- 
keth them playne ; expounding this 
place in the ſelſe ſame tetmes, or this 
place expounding that, both ſetting 
forth the narrow ſtrait, and deſperate 
erplexity , which the wicked are 
— vnto ; They ſhall gos into the 
holes of the Rocks , and into the Canes of 
the earth, for feare of the Lord, and for 
the glory of bis Maieſty, when he ariſeth 
to ſhake terribly the earth, Iſaiah 2.19, 
yea, and to ſtrike a deeper dread and 
horror into the hearts of the wicked, he 
doth ingeminare it, like that triple woe 
in the eight ofthe Revelation, verſ.2 1. 
And ſaid to the Mount aynes & Rocks, 
Fall en vs, &.] Here the holy Ghoſt 
doth allude vnto two places of Scrip- 
ture; the firſt is the teuth of Hoſea v. 8. 
the ſecond, is the 23. ol Lake verſ. 30. 
both deſcribing the deſperate eſtate of 
the wicked; where our Sauiout ſpea- 
keth of a certaynetime , whentheſe 
things ſhould be, after hee had you 
0 


wa 
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of the deftruRion of Ieruſalem, which 
was a type of the conſummation of the 
world, and diffolution of al things; but 
io Hoſea, the Prophet ſpeakerh of the 
captivity of Iſrael, which was a figure 
of lers/alems vtter diuaſtation, and the 
worlds finall deſtruction, as Hicram 
obſerueth ypon that place : It was an 
old dotage of Aquinas ypon this place, 
who, as his cuſtome is, to turne all 
things into Allegories , doth wreft this 
place of Kings and chiefe Captaines, and 
would baue it to be vnderſtood of the 
RomiſhClergy,the Biſhops, the Arch- 
biſhops, andthe reſt of that rabble, 
cloifired Monks, and Maſſe-· muttering 
Prieſts, crying unto the Mont ainei, that 
is, inuocating the Saints, imploting 
their patrocinie and their ſafeguarding 
protection, from the wrath that is to 
come. But theſe curſed Crue, thatrob 
Chriſt of his honor, who is that one on- 
ly Mediator, 1. Tim. 2. 5. pro que aulas 
inter pellat, ſed ipſe per emmibus , as Au- 
guſtine defines a Mediator ; by making 
as many Mediators as there are Saints 
departed, ſhal at that day find the Saints 
no

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no better then Jobi friends , miſerable 
comforters , and that the invocating of 
them ſhall be no more regarded, then 
the ſhouting and crying of the Prieſts 
of Baal, 1 King 18. v. 27. 

Hide vs from the face of bim that fit- 
teth vpen the Throne, and from the voice 


Obie, of the Lambe,) But how ſhall che wic- 


ked and vnfairhfull bee able to ſpeake 
theſe words, when as they never knew 
Chriſt Grting in his Throne, nor vn- 
derſtood him ro be the Lamb of God, 
that taketh away the ſinnes of tbe World ? 
as Peter to'd the Iewes, that through 
ignorance they did cruciſie Chrift, 4 
did l/s their Gonernonrs , Alls 3. 6. 17. 
for had they knowne, they would never 
hawe erxcified the Lord of glory, I will 
not infiſt ypon any curious diſtinction, 
eicher of Logicians, or Schole diumes 
concerning ignorance. In briefe I an- 
ſwere thus, that the wicked out of the 

horror, and helliſh deſpaire of a diſtta- 

Red conſcience, partly by reaſon of 
that imminent danger without them, 

& the guiit of cõſcience within them, 

they ſhall be compeld to acknowledge 

Chriſt 


— — 
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Chrift to bee that Incarnated Nd of 
truth ſent out of the boſome of the Fa- 
ther, and to be that Lamb of Co ſlaine 
for as many as beleeue : then they ſhall 
ſee, know, & be mide to acknowled 
him; though in their life time they cal- 
led his ſacred Deitie into queſtion, yet 
then ſhal they acknowledge him with- 
our all queſtion. As Pharaoh at the firft 
anſwered Moſerand Aaron, intreating 
him from the Lord, to let the children 
of Iſrael goe , that they may celebrate a 
feaſt to the Lord in the wilderneſſe. Quis 
ell Deus, bass the Lord? as though he 
had thought(belike)thar there had bin 
no God, as Atheiſts ſay in their hearr, 
There is no God, Pſal. 1 4.1. or that he 
himſelſe had beene God onely, Exod, 
5. 2. yet afterward hee learneda new 
leſſon, being inſtructed by divers ſorrs 
of afflictions, which were as ſo many 
Sermons to conuict and convince him 
of Atheiſme, and was compelled to ac- 
knowledge Cod, to be the Authour of 
them, Exed.$, and he only to be pray- 
ed vnto, Exad. 14. So ſhall the wicked 
at that day, howſocuer at this day = 
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doe ſcorne, deride, and not beleeue in 


Chriſt to be Ieſus, a Meſſias, a Saujour, 
but perſecute him id his members, 
Ad. . 4. when they fee the truth of 

ropheſies fulfilled , the deſtruction at 
— „their owne diſmall deſolation 
drawing neer, then ſhall they acknow- 
ledge { briſtco be the S of Gad, che 
Saxioxr of the world , the Redeemer of 
Iſrael. | 

For the great day of his wrath is come, ] 
x7! ioxay, the great day: where we may 
note the vniuerſaluy of it; all the dayes 
of iudgement going befgre , were but 
types and 22 Epitomes and com- 
pends of that day, that great day, that i 
to come; the drowning of the old world 
was a great day, the burning of Sodame 
and Gomorrab, a great day, the ranſac- 
king of ler#/alew, a great day; yet all 
theſe together will not expreſſe and 
ſhew forth the leaſt part ofthat dread. 
fully incomparable great day, that is to 
come. 

And who ea flaxd ?) It is a Meta» 
phor drawne from thoſe, that whiles 
ſome eminent danger hangeth ouer 
theit 
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their heads, cannot looke vp, but ſpee- 
dily they flie away, vntill they are out 
of breath, their ſpirits pet; & ſo th 
fall gtoueling to the ground; ſo Gick 
our Saviour Chriſt, ent hearts ſhall 

faile them for feare, and for looking after 
thoſe things that ſhall come to the world, 
Take 21. 16. The cauſe of this their fly. 
ing is not only the fearefull apparitions 
of heauen , as pteſages and pro gnoſli- 
cations of their diimall doome, but 

Erymnis conſciemtie, as A clantthon cals 
it, the ſting of conſcience, like a fiend 
of hell, dogs and drives them; for the 

wicked flie when none pur ſueth them, Pro. 

28. 1. They therefore are ſaid to ſtand, 

that ate not terrified & appaled, which 

are not call downe, neither iu = nor 
minde, but doe confidently expect and 
wait theit Maſters comming; & there- 
fore it was our Sauiours counſaile vnto 
his Diſciples; and in them vnto his 
whole Church, having forewarned 
them that he would come vpon them, 

at atime, that they ot not o, as tr aul 
pon 4 woman, 23 4 thiefe inthe night,he 


doth fore-arme them too , by willing 
C them 
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them to be frequent in watching, fer · 
uent in prayer; Watch therefore, & pray 
continually that you may be counted wor- 
thy to eſcape ak theſe things that ſball 
come to paſſe , and that pes may bee able 
to before the Sonne of man, Luke 

21, 


I. 36. 

Thus having An«lyfed the whole 
Chapter,diuided my Text,andexpoun- 
ded the wordes, I draw forth this ge- 
nerall doctrine, and it flowes natural!, 
of its owneaccord, without any vio- 
lene ſtrayning. or injury vnto the Text: 


r. Doft, this is the doctrine: that the ſtate and 


condition of the wicked i ſul of berrer at 
the day of ind gement. 

This is proued by phraſes of Sctip- 
tute: Firſt, It is called the Lords day, 
the day of the Lord, intimating there- 
by, that as the wicked haue had their 
day, the terme of their life, wherein 
they date as boldly to commit ſinne, 
as if they ſhould neuer come to judge» 
ment, and as the Prophet Amos ſpes- 
keth, putting farre off the exill day, and 
approching ts the ſeat of iniquity, Amos. 
6. 3. {o likewiſe the Loyd will haue bis 


day: 
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day-and theſe are the dayes of vengeance, 


ſaithour Sauiour Chrift, Lake 21. . 22. 
wherein the Lord will cxeeure the ſe- 
uerity of his wrach, vpon ſinne and ſin- 
ners. 

Secondly, it is called the day of v 
now, the wrath of a King i the me ſen 
ger of death, how much more thewrarh 
of the Lord of Hoſts, the breath of 
whoſe noftrils kindleth that euerla- 
ſingly burning Teber, and his wrath 
abideth for euer vpon the children of 
diſobedience, in that burning Lake of 
hell fire; for they that haue iuftly pro- 
uoked the Lord vnto wrath in this 
their life time. y fornication, by pncleaw« 
neſſe e, by mordindte 4 fection, f enlbcowe 
cupiſcence, I conetouſneſſe, which is Ido. 
latry, by wrath, by anger, by malicious 
neſſe, by curſed and filthy fprabing , Con 
4% 3. 5. 8. ſhall be ſure to finde the re- 
compence and their reward; wraeh 
for wrath, the very fruit of their owne 
fruit leſſe works, for for theſe — ſabe 
the wrath of God commeth v pon the chits 
dren of diſobodience, Colof, 2.6, reripes 
rally by manifeſt judgements of his 

C2 wrath, 
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wrath, and eternally in hell, where his 
wrath abideth for euer and for euer; in 
that dungeon of Dogs, chat its, among 
the wicked, whoſe — is worſe then 
aDogs; asnamely, [nchanters,Whore- 
mongers, Murthererr, Idolaters , and 
whoſoexer laueth or maketh es, Reuel. 
22. 15. 

Thirdly, our Sauiour Chrift peaking 
of that day, ſaith; that it ſhould come 
vpon the world, as trauell ypon a Wo- 
man with child: which is not onely to 
be vnderſtood of the vncertainty of it 
when it will come, (yet as ſure will it 
come as trauell ypon a woman with 
child:) but the ſimilitude holds true in 
another ſenſe; that as 4 woman with 
child drawing neere to her trauell, ts in 
ſorrew, and cryeth in her paines, Iſay 26. 
17. (a — — peculiar to that ſex, 
by reaſon of our firſt Parents tranſgreſ- 
fon, Gex. 3. 16.) ſhe doth oftentimes 
ſend foorth bittet ſighes, and ſobbes, 
grieuous grones, & lamentable cryes, 
vncertayne whether her iſſue will bee a 
Beniamin, the ſonne of her right hand, 
or a Bqnors, the ſonne of hex ſorrow & 


death,

death, yet flill doth ſhee It vp her eyes 


wnto the Hili, from whence commeth her 
belpe; ſo the wicked ſhall lift vp theit 
eyes vnto the Hils, for they ſhall cry 
viito the Hils for helpe, vnto the Moun- 
taynes for ſuc cout, and vnto the Rocks 
for ſafſety, yet they ſhall receiue none 
from neither. Me thinkes, 1 heare not 
onely Jeroms Trumpet ſounding in 


mine eates; but a horrible howling * $urgite 
of a promiſcuous multitude z 4 greater mortui, vs 
mourning, weeping, and lament ation was nt ad 


neuer beard in Rama, Matt. 2.18. Pa- 
rents weeping for their children , chil- 
dren for their parents; the husband for 
the wiſe, the wife for the husband; yer 
can they not helpe one another, — 
as they ha beene companions in fin, 
ſo ſhal they be cõpauions in torments, 
and ſuch torments that are matchleſſe, 
farre beyond the paynes of womew,for 
her paynes end, either with a happy 
birth, or with as happy a buriall; for 
better is the day of death, thew the day 
wherein we are borne : but the paines of 
the wicked are endles, eaſeleſſe, reme- 
dileſſe, and as they haue conceived ini- 
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2 ſo chall they receive the frult 
k 


ercof, 

Fourthly, $.J-bn deſcribing the miſe» 
rable eſtate & condition ofthe Church 
vader Antichriſt , dorh very liuely ſer 
forth the deſperate eſtate and codicion 
of the wicked, at the day of iudgemẽt: 
they hall ſeelę for death in thoſe da yes, 
and ſhall not finde it, they ſpall deſire ta 
dye, and death ſhall flye from them, Re- 
wel. 9.6, Death,accordiog to the Phi- 
loſopher, is of all terribles the moſt ter» 
rible, and vnto the natutall man it is 
euen death to remember death, yet full 
glad would the wicked bee, if they 
might returue to their graue — & 
neuer heare and ſeele that dreadfull 
doome of divine iuſtice, denounced 
and inflicted vpon them, at that laſt e- 
uetlaſting iudgement in Hell, Vi eri 
miſeris mors ſing morte fints fine fine defe- 
Aus fine defaitn,quia mor ibi ſemper in 
cipit, & deficere neſcit; where the wic- 
ked ſhal be euer burning,and yet neuer 
conſume; euer dying, and yet never 
dead ; for there is death without a 
death, an end without an end, becauſe 
death 
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death alwayes begins, and knowes not 
how to end. If Death be acceptable Une 
to the aged, whoſe ſlrength faileth, and 
arevexed with all Kinde of enill things, 
Eceleſ. 41. verſ. 2. and are depriued 
of all kinde of good, belonging vnto 
anarurall life, as of Seeing, Hearing, 
Taſting, Smelling, Feeling , how much 
more welcome would Death bee vnto 
the wicked at that dreadfull day of 
iudgement, ht they ate baniſhed out 
of the ſociety of Saints, excluded out of 
heaven , ſent packing to hell, where 
their ght ſhall bee afflicted with vn- 
comfortable darkneſſe, and vgly De- 
uils, their ſmelling withnoiſome inks, 
their tale with rauenous hunger and 
bitterneſſe of gall , their hearing with 
hideous and horrible cryes, their ſee- 
ling with intolerable fire;yer notwith- 
ſtanding, death ſhall bee far from them, 
Hell muſt be their habitation, the De- 
uils their companions, and they muſt 
embrace flames of fire in their armes, 
for their inheritance. 
5- The Prophet Malachie in his 
fourth Chapter, verſ. 1 .prophecying of 
C 4 . 
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the cerrible day ofthe Lords comming, 
compares and likens it to an Quen: Be- 


hold, the day commeth, that ſball burne as 


an Ouen, and all the proud, yea, and all 
that doe wickedly ſhall be ſtnbble,and the 
day that commeth ſhall burne them vp, ſo 
that there ſhall not bee left neither rote 
nor branch, The Ouen whereinto the 
three Children were caſt, was excee- 
ding ſeare full, being made ſeuen times 
more hotte, then it was wont to bee, 
and yet not an haire of their head was 
burnt, nor their coates changed, nor any 
ſmell of fire came vponthem, Dan, 3. 27. 
But how dreadful! ſholl this fornace ot 
hell be, being fo infinicely hotter then 


that was Out Sauiour Chriſt calls it 4 


fornace of fire, Mat. 13. 42. 50. S. Jahn 
the Diuine, 4/aks of fire and brimftone, 
Reuel. 21.8. The Apoſile to the He- 
bre wes, 4 demouring fire, Heb, 10,27, an 
vnquenchable fire, Matth. 3. 12. where- 
in all unbelecuert, and the abominable, 
and murtherers,and whoremangers, and 
ſorcererq,and all lyars,the prond, and all 
that doe wickedly, ſhall be fuell:for they 
Hal be boumd in ſbeaues and buxdles, faith

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our Sauiour Chrift, Matth.1r 3. 30. The 
Adulcerer and the Adulterefle in one 
bundle, the Drunkard and the Glutton 
in another bundle, the Couetous and 
Extortioner in another bundle, the 
Vſurer and the Oppreflor in another 
bundle, the Sweater and the falſe Swea- 
ter in another bundle, the Contemners 
of God and Breakers of his Sabbaths 
in another bundle, and ſhall bee caſt as 
faggors and fire-brands into this Owen, 
inte this fornace, into this lake of brim. 
fone, into this de nourin g and vm que nc ha- 
ble fire; vb1 nec tortores deficient nec tor- 
ti miſeri morientur, Where their tor · 
ments ſhall oeuer ceaſe, but there ſhal 
be torments alwaies for the body, and 
body alwaies for the torments, world 
without end. 

6. Our Sauiour Chriſt ſetting ſorth 
the deſperate eſtate, and condition of 
of the wicked at that day, ſaith, that Kue 
there ſhall be diſtteſſe of nations with K ® .

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brought vnto ſuch a doubtſull and nar. 
row ſtrait, that there is no meanes poſe 
ſible for them to get out : or alluding 
vnto ſome kind of priſons, wherein the 
partie impriſoned is in ſuch a perplexi- 
tie, that he can neither ſit, ſtand vpright, 
nor lye vpon the ground: ſuch is the e- 
fate of the wicked at that day; they are 
in ſuch a trait, in ſuch a perplexitie, e- 
uen vato deſperation, that they ſee no 
meanes poſſible to eſcape the hand of 
God. If they looke vpward, there is 
Index iratus, an angry Tudge ; if they 
looke downeward, there is bor 
inferni chaos, the horrible wide gaping 
mouth oſhellʒ if they looke on the one 
fide ofthem, there are pereata accaſan. 
nia, their ſinnes accuſing them if they 
looke on the other ſide of them, there 
ate infinita dæmonia ad ſuppliciam tra- 
hentia,a Legion of devils ready to draw 
them to execution; if they looke with- 
out them, there is mandus rden, a 
world of hre burning round about 
them, ready to deuoure them; if they 
looke within them, there is conſcientia 
vren;,2 griping conlcience, the 3 
eat

that nexer theth ; Latere evit impoſſibile, 
to bye hid it wil be impoſſible, apparere 
crit intolerabile, to goe forward twill be 
mitolerable, No maruell therefore 
though at the worlds end, men bee at 
their wits end, Lake. 21.26. Hinc ille 
lachrame , hence ariſe Eſans teares, to 
no end nor purpoſe; Hinc ernlatuune 
anenſtia hence ariſet h a horriblehow- 
ling. when all the wicked ſhall be gathered 
teger ber as priſoners in the pit and ſbal be 
ſont vp inpriſen, Iſaiah 23. 22. to be ar- 
raigned at the barre of Gods tribunall, 
and to receive according to thoſe 
things, which they haue done in the 
fleſh, 2. Cor. g. to. Then tribulation and 
angniſh,nay deſperation ſhal be pen the 
ſoule of ener y ave that doth cuil. Ram. 2. 9. 
then ſhall the wicked not bee able to 
ſtand; becauſe they haue walked in the 
counſell of the wicked, and ſtood too 
long iu the way of innert, P ſa. 1. 1. They 
cannot fit; becauſe they haue been too 
long fr faſt in fin, and Apabliłe, haue 
weltred in the dregges of their owne 
impieties, or as rhe Pſalmiſt ſpeaketh, 
haue fit tes long in the ſeats of the . 
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full. They cannot lye along vpon the 
ground, becauſe — haue had a ſuffici- 
ent portion of reft already, they haue li- 
ued at eaſe all their life long, and done 
nothing but ſtretch themſe lues ypon 
their beds of dowae, ſpent their daies 
in chambering and wantonnes, takin 
thought for the fleſh, to fulfill the lofi 
thereof; and like the Iſraclites» fie 
downe to cate and drinke, and ſo riſe 
vp to play: but now theirioy ſhall be 
turned into heauineſſe, their mirth into 
mourning, their finging into Gghing, 
their caſe and reſt into eaſeleſſe paines, 
and refilefle rorments , for the wicked 
ſhall be terned into hell and ſo foal al they 
that dos forget God, 4 
If wee looke backe againe vato the 
Text, the Parent of my J e, wee 
ſhall finde, that it will yeeld much 
Rrength to the confirmation of this 
truth; then ſhallthe Kings of the earth, 
and great men, and rich men, c. They 
chat in their life time haue beene a- 
ble to controle whole Kingdoms with 
their countenance, and chaſe before 
them millions of men, ſhal be compeld 
to 
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to ſceke ſuch weak ſhelters, ſuch boot- 
leſſe refuges, as to hide themſclues in 
dennes, creepe into the craggierockgs, 
and hollow vaults of the earth, as 
though that the infinitely-diſcerning 
= of eAlmighty God could not finde 
them out: though they could goe 
downe into the very depthof the ſea, 
or center of the carth, whither can they 
goe or clime from the al · diſcerning eie 
of Almi ghtie God ? though in their liſe 
time they thin, that they ſhall neuer be 
remooxed, but are as ſeemingly ſafe as 
Nebuchadnezar,or as ſecure from dan- 
ger as Edom, though now their great- 
neſſe reacheth wato lauen, and their do- 
minionto the ends of the earth, Dan.4.19 
though now they build themſelues ſtate 
hy bouſes, for the — of their Mazefly, 
verſ.27, Though now they ſeeme to awell 
in the clefts of therecks,ſecure and farre 
inough remote out of danger; moun- 
ting aloft lie Eagles in the aire mal ing 
their neſt among + Starres, Obad.y.3. 
as though no danger/honld ener come 
wigh their Ewellings, Yer Kings with 
their Armies then ſhall flic, and be diſ- 
comficed,

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comfited, and yet cannot ſlie from the 
preſence of God, not fromi beyond the 
reach of his arme. Thus you lee, that 
the ttuth of this doctrine is confirmed 
by many prooſes, that the eſtate and 
condition of the wicked is full of hor- 
ror , at the dreadfull day of Iudge- 
ment. 

Now the reaſons of this doctrine are 
many:the firſt is this, by reaſon of the 
manifold ſignes, and feorefull appariti- 
ons. both in heauen and carth, which 
will ſtrike an horror, dread and ama- 


zedneſſe into the hearts of the wicked: 
Saint Matthew deſcribes them thus; 
the Sunne ſhallbee darkened, and the 
Moone lhallnot gius ber light, the Stars 


ſhall fall from heauen, and the Powers of 


heanen foall be ſhaken, Mat,24.29.The 
words are to be vnderſtood not meta- 
photically, but properly of the alterati- 
on of the works of nature; as adiuncts, 
circumſtances, and fearefull preſages of 
that diſmall day; when the S fhall 
not ſtand ill only, as at the prayer of 
Toſuab, 1oſ.10.12, neither ſhall it one- 
ly goe backward ten degrees, as vpon 
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Ahaz.Diall, I/. 3 f. g. bur it hal be as 
blacke as aſachcloth of baire, Revel S. 13. 
We reade, that there was an excec ding 
darkneſſe of the Surne at out 8. 
uiours Paſſton throughout all the land, 
and mary bodies of the Saints which 
ſlept, aroſe, Marth. 27.5 2. Ho ſearefull 
then, and how wonderfull ſhall che 
comming of Chriſt vnto ludgetent 
be, whenthe Sunne, the Moone, and 
the Statres, and all the powerfull influ- 
ences of heauen,ſhal grow blacke, duſ- 
kie, and vtterly be obſcured? when all 
the dead, Saints, and ſinners, great and 
mall, both in Ses and land, ſhall come 
forth of their graues, whereof the firft 
was a type and figure, when the Lord | 
bimſelte ſhall deſcend. from heaven Mat. 24.31 
with a ſhoute, and with the voice of the 
Arc hangell and with the trumpet of God, 
1.Theſ.4.16, Saint Luke likewiſe de- 
ſcribes the circumſtances of that day 
thus, Thereſhall be ſignes in the Sunne, 
andin the Moone, and in the Starres, the 
Sea, aud the waters ſhal roare mens harts 
ſhall faile them for frare, and for locking 
after theſe things that ſpall come v pom 
the 
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the world, Lak, 21.verſ, 2 5. An Earth- 
quake of it ſelſe is very fearefull ; as 
threatning the ruines of Citties, ha- 
zarding the ſubuerſion of many ſtately 
buildings, & ſhaking the very tounda- 
tions of Kings Palaces ; and the inun- 
dation of waters hath beene very ter- 
rible, as our Weſterne parts can very 
well witneſſe; when men euen wiſhe 
for Noahs Arke againe,and ſought the 
higheſt places for refuge, againſt the 
mercileſſe waues of the Sea; ſome 
climbing the clifts of craggy rockes, 
ſome ſteeples, ſome the tops of houſes, 
ſome trees, ſome floated vpon the wa- 
ters, like Paul & his companionsz many 
were drowned, But now when the 
Seas ſhall toare, Rockes ſhall rent, 
- Mountaines ſhake and ſhiver, and the 
glorious Heauens become darke and 
dusky : how ſhall the hearts of men be 
paled with dread and terrour to be- 
hold the ſame : and yet notwith« 
ſtanding, theſe things are bur the be- 
ginning of ſorremet, ſaith our Saui- 
our Chriſt, but a Preamble, but a Pro- 
em, but a Prologue to the Tragedy. 
lam 
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I am not ignorant but that the 
darkning of the Sunne, the Moone, 
and the Startes in the holy Scripture, 
may ſometimes bee taken for ſome 
kind of calamity ready to fall vpon 
ſome particular Kingdome; and that 
theſe fignes doe not alway denotate 
properly the laſt day of Iudgement: 

t may bereferd to ſome other parti- 
cular times of iuggement ; as the great 
ouerthrow of the Babyloniſh King- 
dome, Iſa, 13. or the laſt totall and 
finall deſtruction of the lewes by the 
Romanes, Lok, 21. or that celeſtiall 
and truely Diuine victory of Cenſtan- 
tine the Great, againſt CMaxentins 
and the Romane Couernouts; in the 
which the great power of almighty 
Cod, mira culouſly ſhone from heauen, 
in reuenꝑing the precious bloud of the 
bleſſed Martyrs. So the Wile-man ex- 
horting vs cothinke on God in youth, 
and not to deferre repentance vntill 
we be old; drawes one of his morives 
and arguments to induce vs thereunto 
ab incommodo , from the manifold in» 
conueniences and impediments. ac-

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companying old age , that will hinder 
vs from the true performance of ſo 
waighty a worke : Repent, ſaith he, and 
turne to God while the Sun is not darke, 
nor the Moone, nor the Starres, Eccleſ, 
12. 2. that is, before old age approa- 
cheth, when thou ſhalt haue no more 
pleaſure in tl y dayes, then if thou wert 
ſhut vp in a darke dungeon, and de- 
bard of the comfort and benefit of 
thoſe great and glorious lights of 
Heauen. 

The ſecond reaſon , Why the flate 
and condition of the wicked is full of hor- 
rour at the day of Inagement is, the Ma- 
ieſty of the Iudge, the beholding of 
whoſe countenance, fo full of glory 
and maieſly,ſhall poſſeſſe the hearts of 
the wicked with amazement and afto- 
niſhment. Now the Iudge at this 
great Aſſiſe and generall Audit, is 
Chriſt himſelfe;he that once Rood be- 
fore the judgement ſcat of Pontius Pi- 
late to receiue his ſentence, ſhall now 
ſummon Pontius Piliate, and all the 
Potentates of the earth vnto his Conſi- 
ſtory, to receiue their dreadful doome. 


That 
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That Chriſt is the ſole Iudge at the laſt 
day ; they ate his ohe words, The 
Father iudgeth no man but hath conmut- 
ted all magernent vnto the Sonne, Jobn 8. 
. 22. And bath committed uno him aff 
power and anthority to execute iudęge- 
ment, becauſd he u the Some of mam v. 
27. Becauſe hee is the Sonne of man; 
and this cauſe yeelds vs comfort, elſe 
were we in a miſerable caſc , hee doth 
partake of ournatute ; and thetefore is 
pittifull, compaſſionate: yea, farre be- 
yond humine teach or reaſon; the A- 
poſtles likewiſe were commanded to 
reftifre tis truth, and to preach this 
point; that Chriſt is ordaĩned by God, 
to bee Iudge of the quicke aud dead, 
Ad. 10. v.41. So likewiſe in the 17, 
Act. 3 1. Paul pteac hing to the Arheni- 
ans , preſſeth repentance; and the ar- 
gament which he vſeth to prouoke 
them thereunto, is the confideration 
of che day of ludgement j when God 
will iadge the world in righteouſneſſe by 
that man, that is, Chrift vbom bee hath 
ordavned, So likewiſe the Apoſtle in 
the ſecond to the Rowranesuer. 16. Cod 

D 2 ſhall 
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ball indge the ſecrets of men by leſus 
(rift. And in the ſecond to Timothy, 
c. 4. verſ. 1. Teſus Chriſt ſhall indge the

y it is manifeſt, that neither the Saints 
nor the Angels, not God himſelfe : but 
mediante Chriſto, by Chrift , into 
whoſe hands hee hath reſigned all 
power and authority, hal iudge all the 
world atthe laſt day, 

Whereunto if any obiect the words 
of the Apofile, in the firſt to the Co- 
rintbians the 6. c. v. 2. 3. The Saints 
ſhall iudge the world, and not onely the 
world, but the Angels too: 1 anſwere, 
that there is ſuch a narrow band and 
ſtrict vnion, berwixt Chriſt and the 
Saints, that they make one body: ſo 
that which is granted vnto the head, is 
not denied vnto the body : Chriſt as 
the chicfe principall ypon that Bench, 
doth pronounce that ſentence already 
reucaled vnto vs in the Goſpel, Aatth. 
25. v. 41. and the Saints as witneſles, 
ſhall ſubſcribe vnto that ſentence, and 
triumph at the iuſt condemnation of 
the wicked. This is manifeſt by the 
mouth 
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mouth of our Saviour Chriſt, Te which 
haue followed me in the regeneration, ſhal 
fit vpn twelne Thrones, and wage the 
twelue tribes of [ſrael, Matth, 19. v. 28. 
or as ſome of the Fathers doe ex- 


poundthe place, The Saints ſhall indge Amb. Chry, 
the world : Quia exemplo ſidei perfidiam in buxc lo- 
mundi damnabunt,as our Sauiour ſpea. . 


kethof the Niniuites, and of the Queen 
ofthe South ;that they ſhould riſe vp 
agꝛinſt the Tewes to condemne them 
at the day of ludgement, that is, by the 
example of their faith, they ſhall con- 
demne them of infidelity. Thus Noah 
is ſaid, by preparing the Arke, to ſaue 
him and his poſterity from the generall 
Deluge of water, to condenone be world 
of infidelity , who would not beleeue at 
the preaching of Noah, that the world 
ſhould bee deſtroyed with water, as 
many Atheiſts and Epicures now a 
dayes, at our preaching will not be- 
leeue, that the world ſhall be deftroy- 
ed withfire, Heb,11.verſ,7. and vnto 


this Origen ſaith well; Nos Paulus ipſe orig. Hom. 
ſed opus Pauli, quod faciebat in Euan- in Numb, 
gelio, indicabit mundam : So that to 
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conclude, the Faith, the Life, the Do- 
Arine, the Death of the Saints, for the 
teſtimony of the truch, ſhal candemne 
the wicked at the laſt day. 
And whereas it is ſaid, the Saints 
ſhall indge the Angels (leauing Saint 
Ur ſoſtomes opinion, Who would by 
Angels to bee vnderſtood Miniſters, 
who are called Angels , Apec.2.1, and 
ſo the Biſhops of the Churches of Aſia 
are called Angels) wee may ſafely and 
moſt truly vnderſtand the ſpirituall 
powers, Angeli that fell from their firſt 
eſtate, and ſo arc become reprobate 
Deuils : theſe curſed ctue, 1 ſay , that 
are reſerued in euerlaſting chames under 
darknes, vnto the indgement of the great 
day, Inde 6.ſhall yceld themſelues ſub- 
ect vnto the cenſure and ſentence of 
the Saints, 

Thus having ſhewed, who that Iadge 
ſhall be, it remaines that I ſpeake of his 
Maieſty , as tarre as it is revealed vnto 
vs in his word. As a King providing for 
warre , maketh choiſe of ſuch men, as 
may beſt ſetue to ſet forth the royalty 
of a Kivg , and ſox their valout able to 
en- 
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encounter with the beſt of his approch- 
ing enemies: 8 Chriſt, when he comes 
riding vpon the clondes , to encounter 
with the inhabitants of the carth, for 
finne, he will come in power and great 
glory, Locke 21, 27. and this his power 
doth conſiſt in a glorious multitude of 
heauenly attendants; not ſilly Fiſher- 
men, as in the dayes of his infirmiry, but 
a glorious troupe of holy Saints and 
bleſſed Angels, as conſorting with im 


at the appearing of his Maieſty. Bcbold, 70 xuprng 
be commeth, ſaith S. Iude, with thouſand iv wupiaoiy 
of his Saints,to grue indgement arainit 49 14u5 & ve 
all men, and td rebuke all the wngodly Tv,lude 14 


and as Chrift ſhall come with his many 
Saints, ſo ſhall he appeare with his in- 
finite troupe and traine of Angels, For 
thouſand thouſands ſhall mmifter unto 
bim, and ten thouſand theuſands ſhall 
ſtand before him, yea he ſhall com- with 
all bu holy Angels, Dan.7.10, which is 
to be vnderſtood of Chrift, & his com- 
ming to ludgement: for in the ninth 
verſe mention is made of the Ancient 
of dayes , fitting downe vpon his 
Throne ; that is, God the Fatber : and in 
D 4 the 
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the thirteenth verſe it is added, that 
the Son nc of man approched vnto the An- 
cient cf daies which gane unto him power, 
honor and a Kingdome : that is, Chriſt, 
into whoſe hads, God the Father bath 
giuen power and authority of iudging 
the quick and the dead. at the laſt day. 
Now if eboram was halfe aſtoniſhed 
at the furious marching of Ieh & his 
company, & therefore tent forth horſe. 
men to meet him, and enquire whether 
it were peace or no, 2. King. g. 16. how 
much more will it ſtrike the wicked 
with amazement, and dreadfull aſto- 
niſhmene , when they ſhall ſee Chriſt 
comming againſt them with millions 
of Saints, and Legions of Angels, and 
no conditions of peace will be accep- 
ted of, but he will bruiſe them with a rod 
of iron, and breake them in peeces hike 4 
Potters Veſſel? Pſal.2, g. And hee will 
not onely come n porer, but in glory, 
in great glory: and no maruaile, for the 
Facher hath glorified him, & will glo- 
rifie him againe, when he hath gathe- 
red together the Elect, ſrom the foure 
corners of the eatth, and both ſhall 
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make one glorious body in that King- 
dome, ſo full of glory, where their 
Hymnes and Haleluiahs ſhal be glory, 
and honor, &c. for cuer and for cuer, 
It is the obſetuation of ſome vpon the 


24. of Matth. that the Sunne ſhall bee rexus 
darkned,and the Moone ſhal! not giue Spangiz. 


her light, at the bright ſhining & glo- 
rious appearing of Chriſt leſus. As 
greater lights are wont ro obſcure the 
leſſer (as the bright beames of the Sun, 
the glimmering light of a Candle) fo 
the exceeding brightneſſe and tran(- 
cendent glory of Chriſt , at his appea · 
ring, ſhall darken all thoſe glorious 
lamps and lights of heauen , whoſe 
ſweet influence, & cõtortable beames 
wee now enioy day by day. To this S. 


Tohnthe Diuine alludeth. He had in his e. 
right hand ſewen flarres, and aut of bis Ad. f. 11. 


month went 4 ſharp two-edged ſword, and 
his face ſhone as the Sunne ſhineth in his 
ſtrength , Reuel. 1. 16. S. Paul letting 
forth the glory of his comming, faith, 
He ſhall come in flaming fire, with the 
ſound of an Archangel : he ſhall come in 
the cloudes , and ride vpon the wings 7 

= 
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the winde. Saint Matthew thus; Then 
Hall he fit upon a Throne of glory, and be- 
fore bim ſhall bee gathered all Nations, 
Matth. 24. 31. The gloriouſneſle of 
which Throne Daniel deſcribeth, ſy- 
ing: Hi I brone was hiks a fiery flame, 
and the wheeles like burning fire, Dan.7, 
6. And if the Earth and the Sea doe 
reele too and fro, tart and ſtagger, and 
e away. Rexel. 20. 11. as not being a- 
ble to behold the glory, nor endure the 
face of this approching ludge: how 
much leſſe ſhall the wicked bee able to 
Rand , which are inutile terre pondus, 
the very chaffe, the dtoſſe, the off- 
ſcouring of the earth, and therefore no 
maruaile, though they goe into the holes 
of the Rocks, and into the Canes of the 
earth, from before the feare of the Lord, 
and from the glory of bis Maieſty, when 
be ſhall ariſe to deſtroy the earth , Iſaiah 
2.19. Mallent eum impy eſſe in inferno, 
quam videre faciem irati Indicis, The 
wicked had rather be thiowne downe 
to hell, where is vtter darkeneſſe, then 
endure the glorious preſence of ſo an- 
gry.a Iudge. If S. Jahn the bleſſed Re- 
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velater of heauens ſecrets, fell at the 
feet of Chriſt as dead, when be beheld 
him, Ren. 1. U. 17. If Moſes that man of 
God, could not indure the face of 
God:but covered his eyes with a vaile: 

If the Seraphins that ſſand about the 

Throne of God,couer their faces with 

twa of their wings, as not being able to 

behold the gloriaus Maickty of God, 

how ſball the Maieſty of this our great 

God, euer our Sauiour leſus Chrift, Tit, 

2. 13. daunt the hearts of the wicked 

at his appearing, euen mote then can 

be expreſſed ? 

The third reaſon, why the eſtate and 
condition of the wicked is ſo full of 
horrour at the Day of Iudgement, is; 
by reaſon of the firit account that 
they muſt render: All men without a- 
ny exception, Adam and all his poſteri- 
ty; as many as haue beene dead be- 
fore,& as many as are then liuing:and 
they that are them lining, ſhall not pre- 
went them that ſleepe : 1 25 all men, and 
ſo faith the Apoſtle, Wee ſpat all appeare 
before the Indgement ſeat of Chriſt, Rom, 
14. v. o. Every ene of vs ſpall giue an 

ACCoOnnt 
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acconnt of him ſelſe to God, v. 1 2. «And 


exery man ſpall receine the things which 
are done in his body, according to that he 
hath done, whether it bee good or euill, 2. 
Cor. 5. v. 10. And not onely all mien, 
but all the Angels which kept mot their 
firſt eftate , but left their owne habit ari- 
on, are reſerued in enerlaſting chainet, 
vmder darknefſe , onto the Judgement of 
the Great Day, Inde,wverſ. 6. This truth 
the Deuils themſelues did confirme 
by their deſperate crying out, fearing 
their preſent executiõ, vnto the which 
they themſelues know they are teſer- 
ued; Quid nobs & tibi, What haue we 
to doe with thee, Ieſius, thou Som of God? 
art thou come to torment ws before the 
time Matth. 8. v. 29. And this feare 
is the chaines and fetters before menti- 


oned, in the which che Deuils are ma- 


nacled, vntill they bee brought forth 
vnto the full execution of the wrath of 
God in Hell, the place of Devils, and 
all the damned. 

And not onely men, andDevils;bue 
vnteaſonable creatures, the heauen and 
the earth, and hat ſoeuer is contained 
within 
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within this ſpacious Vniuerſe, ſhall be 
judged alſo after their manner at that 
day. So faith Saint Peter, The heawens 
and the earth are reſerued unto fire a. 
gainſt the day of Indgement , and of the 
deſtruition of ungodly men, and the hea- 
ens foall paſſe away with a noiſe, that is, 
they ſhall paſſe away from amutable 
condition,vnto an immutable degree 
of pertetion ; The Elements ſhall meli 
with heat, and the earth with the workes 
that are therein ſhall bee burnt vp. Not 
that the great Fabricke , and glorious 
workmanſhip of heauen and earth ſhal 
be burnt, and brought to nothing: for 
the earthremaineth for euer, Eccleſ 1. v. 
3. Sed ab ca que nunc habet ſpecue, per 
gem tergetur, ea tamen im ſua natura 
ſeruatur, Greg. I. 17. Moral. c. 8. They 
ſhall bee purged of their corruptible 
qualities, and purified fromthe filth of 
their impetſectiõs, as the Sun & Moon 
ſhall be no more eclipſed, and ſublu- 
nary things ſhall be no more ſubiect to 
generation and corruption: but as the 
gold caſt into the fire, is purged fro the 
droſſe, whereby it becomes _— 
u 
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ſubſtance;ſlo the heauens and the earth 
ſhall put on, as it were, new appa- 
rell, adorned with a new faſhion : for 
the *faſrion of this world paſſeth away ,1, 
(#r.7. 31. but not the nature and ſub. 
fiance, Hierom prooueth as much by 
that place, Iſa. 30.26. The light of the 
Moone ſhall be as the light of the Summe, 
and the light of the Sunne ſhall be ſenen- 
fold; non interitum ſign: ficat priſtinorum, 
ſed commut at ionem in melius. Where by 
the holy Ghoſt doth ſigniſie, not a de- 
ſtruction of thoſe lights which were 
before ; but a change into a better. 
Calvin goeth farther, ſaying; that they 
ſhall bee fellowes with the Saints in 
that glorious eſtate. And ſo faith the 
Apoſtle, the Creature ( that is the 


world) ſhall be delinered from the bon- 


dage of corruption into the glorious liber- 
ty of the Sonnes of God, Rem 8. v. 21.

Hence is it, 
that the perpetuity of Chriſt his ſpiri- 
tua Ning dome, is ſhadowed out yato 
vs by the continuance of the Sun and 
Moone. His Throne ſhall be 4s the Sun, 
Pſal. 8 9. v. 36. 37. aud ſhall be eſta- 
bliſhed for euetmore as the Aeon, 
Pſal. 72.ve ſ. 5. Gods 2 ſhall 
f-are him, ſo lung as the June and 
Moone indureth, verſe. 7. And Chriſt 
his name ſhall indure , ſo long as the 
Sunne, verſ, 17, Therefore it muſt bee 
granted. that theſe creatures ſhall be re- 
ſtored, and ſo continue without decay, 
or corruption; or elſe it muſt muſt bee 
yeelded, that Chriſts Kingdome muſt 
haue an end, which may not bee gran- 
ted. But after what manner this iuſtau- 
ration ſhall be, it is not manifeſted vn- 
to vs in the word of God: and to what 
end they ſhall ſerue, Whether as Mo- 
numents of Gods gloty; it were curio- 
ſity to ſearch or determine, ſufficient is 
it to know, that they ſhall bee iudged 
after their kind.

6.5. why ſhould the Lord delire ſo 
much the heart, My ſonne, gine mee thy 
heart : but beceuſcitis the roote and 
fountaine,cither of good or euill? If ir 
be the ſtorehouſe of good things, and 
Treaſurie of diuine meditations, it is 
a Temple meete for God to dwell in: 
but if it bee a cage of yncleane birds, 
of euill chavghts, it is already poſſeſſed 
with ſo many denilt. Iſthe euil thoughts 
of the heart were nor ſinnes, and ſo by 
4 conſequent come to ludgement: 
Why ſhculd the Lord tile himſelſe the 
ſearcher of the heart, and trier of the 
reines, were it not to puniſh?according 
to the ſaying of the Wiſe man; There

adultery be a ſinne, and /wſting after 4 
woman, though it breakes not out into 
act, he adulterie, Matth. 5. 28. And no 4 
dulterer ſhall emer into the King dome of 
Heanen, 1. Cor. 6.9.10, then are the 
thoughts of the heart hnne, and ſo by a 
conſe quent, they ſhall come to Iudge- 
ment, and ſhall preuaile io Judgement. 
If manſlaughter be a ſinne, as indeede | 
it is acryiag ſinne; and if he that hateth L. Ioh. 4.13 
bis brother be a manſlayer, and no man- 
flayer ſbal inherit the King dome of Hea- 
wen, Reuel. 2 1. 8. then are the thoughts 
of the heart ſiane, and they ſhall bee 
brought foorrh to the condemnation 
of the wicked, at the day of Tudge- 
ment. Hence is it, that cur Sauiour 
Chriſt ſo ſharpely inveigherh againſt 
the Scribes and Phones who ſtood ſo 
much vpon-.their owne righteonſneſſe 
in fulfilling the Law; thinking that if 
they did not violate the Law in act, by 
killing · or committing adultery, or by 
any other actuall cranſgreſſion, contta · 
ry to the Law of Cod, that they had 
performed the Law to a haires bredib. 
E 2 But 
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But our Saviour 2 them and 
their righteouſneſſe, which they did ſo 
much extol, that they ſhould not enter 
into the Kingdome of Heaven, not- 
withſtanding this their tighteouſneſſe, 
ſheweth, that there was à ſtricter 
. courferequired in performing the Law: 
for Whoſoeuer is angry with his bro» 
ther vnaduiſedly, ſhall bee culpable of 
indgement Matth. 5. 22. The Law con- 
demneth every inclination to be euill, 
and the heart doth kill as well as the 
hand, in will, in wiſh, in de ſire:the heart 
committeth adultery, the heart doth 
ſteale as well, or rather ill, as the out- 
ward members, For it we conſent to 
thoſe wicked motions ſuggeſted by 
Satan, (though wee never performe 
them outwardly in aQ)yet before God 
wee haue done the ſinne: and if the 
thought bee truly hone, farre greater is 
that ſinne of act. Yea, the finne of 
thought is not onely a ſinne, but is the 
very orig inall, the fountaine, and roote, 
from whence all other ſinnes do ſpring 
and therefore faith our Sauiour Chritt, 
That which goeth into the man, de- 
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fileth not the mant ut thoſe things which 
come forth from the bart as eniltkonghts, 
murders adulteries, formications , thefts, 
falſe witneſſes, blaſphemies, theſe defile 
the man, Mat. 15. 19. So chat there is not 
a ſinne, of what nature ſoeuer, great or 
ſmall, from the leaſt infirmitie to the 
higheſt blaſphemie, but it had its firſt 
beginning from the heart : thought is 
the ſeede of all fins, and though but a 
ſpark at the firſt, yet wil it encreaſe into 
a flame, if it be not repreſſed. For this is

Fnnes, and ſhall come to ludgement, 
for the Lord ſhall tndge the ſecrets of 

men,Rom.2.16, 
Secondly, Inquiſition ſhall not only 
bee made of the thoughts of the heart, 
buc 
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but wee muſt alſo giue an account of 
the words of the mouth: They are the 
words of him that is the word of truth; 
Of emery idle word that men ſoall ſheake, 
they ſhall gine an account thereof at the 
day of Indgement, Matth. 1 2. 36. It a 
man might be called to an account but 
for his gtoſſet ſort of ſinnes, as for his 
Whoredom,S wearing, Cheating, Stea- 
ling, Vluries, Briberies, Extortions, 
difhallowing of Sabbaths,and the like; 
there were {ome hope of ſafety, al- 
though, God knowes,there is no hope 
of the ſalustion of ſuch, without a ſpee- 
dy and vnfained repentance ;z which 
doth conſiſt in an holy confeſſion of 
their ſinnes; in an hearty ſorrowing for

not onely to be few, but alſo they muſt 
be good, and gracious, they muſt be ſa- 
voury, and well ſea ſoned with the ſalt 
of the danctuaty, and therefore Job cals 
the care the taſter of the Word, that as 
we, inthe common foode of our body 
ſwallow not any thing downe into the 
Romack, but what the pallat approues 
to be good, and the gtindets prepare 
for digeſtion: fo the eare will not giue 
paſſage vnto any word, vulefſe it relliſh 
of the Spirit of ſanctification, and bee 
truely good to the vſe of edifying, and 
may conuay ſome ſpiritual nouriſhmẽt 
vnto the ſoule : 2nd therefore it is the 
exhortation of the bleſſed Apoſtle, Let 
no comunic ation procced out of the month, 
but that which is good, to the wſe of ediſy- 
ing, that it may miniſter grace unto the 
vearers, Epheſ.4.29.The tongue is the 
Harbinger of the heatt, and the trueſt 
Ambiſlador, both of the minde and 
meaning, it will ſooue diſcry and make 
maniſeſt onto others, what Countrey- 
men ve ate, whether we belong vnto 
the Prouince of Babel, or the Land of 
Canaan, 
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Canaan, If wee belong vnto the Pro. 
uince of Heaven, then our ſpecch is of 
this Countrey,our language is heauen- 
ly; we ate frequent in praiſing of God, 
in talkiog of his Word, and in tellin 
forth what great things the Lord back 
done vnto our ſoules: as our affections 
are in heauen, ſo is our talke of heauen, 
and heauenly things. But if we belong 
vnto that infernall Kingdome, then is 
the ſpeech carnall, ſenſuall, diabolicall; 
then is the rongueexerciſed in the lan- 
age of that Countrey , in ſwearing, 
falſe-Menting, curſing, banning, and 
blaſpheming : then is our communica» 
tion ſuch, as may helpe to aduance the 
Kingdome of Satan, whereof wee our 
ſclues are limmes, and whereof hereaſ- 
ter without repentance, wee ſhall be e- 
uerlaſtingly burning, and neuer conſu- 
ming fire · brands. 
Io conclude cherte if every man 
muſt giue · an account of cuery idle 
word, not tending to the edification of 
himſelſe and others, and of all corrupt 
and filthy cõmunication, whereby hee 


hath griewed the holy Spirit of Gad, E-

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pb:(.4.30.Tremble then, thou ſwearing 


and falſe ſwearing tongue, whoſe Rhe- 


totick and Eloquence of cõmon talke, 
is an exectable oth, nay, as many othes 
as wordes : thou that canſt not ſell a 
penny worth, or s pound weight, with- 
out dozens of othes : we haue a world 
full of ſuch tongues, and becauſe of 
ſuch kind of tongues the lãd mournes ; 
Gods heauy = are gone out 
againſt it: if account muſt bee made of 
every idle word, what ſhall become of 
that tongue that hath pleaded an vniuſt 
cauſe to the peruerting of Iuſtice, wre- 
ſting the Law, to the vttet aye 
the fathetleſſe & widdowes? what ſhall 
become of that tongue, that cannot 
ſpeake a word, in the defence of the 
poore, vnleſſe it be well tipt with gold, 
the oyle that makes euery ioynt to bee 
nimble, and cugry bad cauſe to goe 
for current? -If Mount muſt bee made 
of every idle word, then ſtayd amazed, 
thou vaine and wanton tongue, vnder- 
Rand and quake when thou heateſt 
mentioned the terrible day of lIudge- 
ment; thou, whoſe words doe not on- 


ly 
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ly not tend to edification, bue to dif. 
grace the Scripture,the word of Godie 
elfe: thou that chinkeſt no ĩeſſ wil goe 
for current, vnleſſe it be ſeaſoned with 
the ſalt of the SanQuary : ſuch is the 
profaneneſſe of the age in which wee 
live , that enery Actor ypon the ſtage, 
euery profane Swaggerer, and euery 
mincing Minion cãnot ſpeake a word, 
but mult haue a fling and gird at ſan- 
Qihed Scripture ; aſſuredly, thine ac- 
count is the gteateſt, thy caſe fearefull, 
thy iudgement intolerable, Let every 
man therefore take heede vnto his 
waies, that he offend not in his tongue; 
let him refraiue his tongue from euill; 
let him deſite the Lord to ſet a watch 
before his lips, that he may nor ſpeake 
his owne wordes, but ſuch as the Lord 
by his word c6mands him to ſpeake; 
for if out wordes are not ſuch as they 
ought to be, wee ſhall give an account 
for them at the day of Iudgement. 

3. We ſhall not only be called vn- pe operi- 
to an account for our thoughts, and b. 
wor des, but allo of our — 
ſocuer and whenſocuer committed, 
whether 
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whether by day, or by night; whether 


inthe field, ot in the Citie; whether in 
che City, or in the houſe; Whether in 
the houſe, ot in our chamber ; whether 
in our chamber, or in out bed; there is 
nothing couered, that ſhall not bee te- 
uealed; nothing hid, that ſhall not bee 
knowne, and made manifeſt, before 
God, before the Angels, before Saints, 
before the whole world, at the day of 
Iudgemẽt: ſo faith the blefled Apoſtle, 
We muſt all appeare before the Indgement 
ſeate of ¶ briſt, and there receius accor- 
ding to our work ęi, 2. Cor. 5. 10. God will 
giue vnto euery man according to his 
waies, and according to the fruit of his 
works; they that haue done good, ſhal 
goe into euetlaſting life, but they that 
haue done ill, ſhal goe into euerlaſting 
fire: This, God himſelſe reuealed to 
S. John for truch it ſelſe: I ſaw the dead, 
great and ſmall, and before God, and 
they were iadged according to their 
workes, Apoc. 20.12, To this purpoſe 
faith eAnuguſt. In quibus allibus quiſg, 
bemo intents fuerit , quande exierit de 
corpore, in his iudicalis ur; in what fins 
” ſoeuer 
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ſoeuer man goes out ofthe body ynre.. 
pented of, ofthe ſame hee ſhall be iud- 
ged at the day of Iudgement : as the 
Preacher therefore concludes his 
Booke ; ſo will Iconcludethis point, 
God will bring euery works unto I udge- 
ment, with euery ſecret thing whether it 
be good or cuil, Eccleſ, 12. v. 14. 

4 Neither ſhall we bee onely called 
vnto an account for our thou — 
words, and workes : but alſo for our 
goods and poſſeſhons, how we haue 

otten them, how we haue kept them, 
— wee haue ſpent them; whether 
we haue gained our goods through o- 
thers hurt, building our houſes hk the 
Moth, Job 27. verſ. 1 2. The Moth is 
made fatte by ſpoyling the boeke and 
barkes wherein they live ; ſo the coue- 
tous is made tich in devouring the 
poore : Of which fort are theſe, Vſu- 
rers, Extortioners, Cheaters, Brokers, 
and all couetous Ahab. wharſoeuer, 
that ioyne houſe to houſe, land to land, 
yntil there be no place for the poore to 
dwell in: For great men muſt render 
"great account, when that great _ 
r 
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Lord comes to reckon with them, and 
biddes them giue an account of their 
feward-ſhip : for they may be no lon. 
ger ſtewards, Secondly, we ſhall give 
an account how wee haue kept them, 
Indeed wee are but keepers of our 
wealth, though wee had the world at

ch ſtance. Deus enim diuitiarum ſuarum 
diſpenſatores eſſe voluit, non Deminos: 
God will haue vs diſpenſers and diſpo- 
ſers of our goods, varo the good ot o- 
thers, and not to bee Lords ouer them 
our ſelues;and therfore they be goods, 
Non quod faciumt bonum, ſed =s faci- 
a: bonum: not that they make a man 
good, but becauſe a man by them may 
doe good, imploying the m to the glory 
of God, & the god ef neighbour, 
and his owne comfort; Fuſt, vnto 
God, laying out tempotall things, for 
ſpiricuall comforts : in maintaining the 

Preachers, in defending the Goſpell,in 
repayring his Temples. Secondly, thou 
muſt lay them out ypon thy neighbor; 
mas» 
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making friends of thine vorighteous 
Mammon, as thy Maſter commands 
thee, Luk, 16. v. 9. Hoh paxperum thee 
ſaurus inopum , was the word of the 
good Emperonr Conſftantins , The rich 
mans treaſure,is the poore mans ſtock; 
ſo that he that denies them what the 
ſtand in need of, denics them their 
due ;of which ſort Saint James ſpeaks 
of, that haue their preſſes full of gar- 
ments, and their cheſts full of coyne: 
but their gold and ſiluer is cankered, 
their garments mothearen , whiles 
Chriſt himſelfe in che perſon of a beg. 
ger, ſtands at their doore with an emp- 
ty belly, and a naked backe, crying for 
a morſell of bread to put in their belly» 
or ſome old caſt garm& to couertheir 
nakedneſſe, and yet they are ſent away 
as comfortleſſe and as empty-handed, 
as euer they came thither. No macuell 
therefore, though Saint Ines ſo ſharp- 
ly inueigheth againſtrich men, againſt 
ſuch kinde of keepers of their goods: 
Goc to now, yerich men weep and bowle, 
for the miſeries that ſball come pon you ; 
Jour riches are corrupted , and your gar- 
ments

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ments motheaten , your geld aud filner us 
cankered , and the ruſt of them ſhall be a 
witneſſe agaiuſt you, and ſbal eate vp your 
fleſh, as it were fire; ye haue heaped vp 
treaſure againſte he laſt dayes, Tames 5, 
v, 1.2, 3. Thirdly, he ſhallgiue an ac- 
count how hee hath ſpent them; whe· 
ther vpon workes of ſuperſtition to 
the diſhonour of God or in the vnne- 
ceſſary quarrels of the Law, to the hin- 
detance oſ his neighbour, or in ſpen- 
ding of them vpon Whores and Har- 
lots, vntill pox and penury bee his end; 
or in ſurfetting and drunkenneſſe; to 
the ruinating of his eſtate, danger of 


ſoule, hurt of body, loſſe of credite, 


griefe of friends, yndoing of his chil- 
dren; and ſuch a one is worſe then an In» 
fidell, To conclude cherfore this point, 
cuery man mull giue his account vnto 
God ;the King as wel as the Subiects, 
the Prince as well as the People, Mini- 
ters and Magiſtrates, Parents and chil- 
dren, Maſters and ſeruants, -rich and 
poore, good and bad, and euery tranſ- 
greſſion from the higheſt blaſphemy, 
to the leaſt inficmity, muſtbe brought 

to 
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to a ſtrict tryall at the Day of Iudge- 
ment. Which is the third reaſon ag- 
grauating the fearefull eftate. and con- 
dition of the wicked at the Day * 
Iudgement. 
The fourth reaſon why the eſtate 
and condition of the wicked is ſo full 
of horror at the Day of Iudgement,is, 
by reaſon of the-multitude. of witne ſ- 
ſes, and accuſers, which ſhall come 
forth to witneſſe, accuſe, and con- 
derave them at that Day. As firſt of all, 
GOD himſelfe aboue them, which 
knoweth and /caleth vp their ſinnets, as it 
were ina bag Job 14.17. Andtherfore 
faith Jo, in a caſe of cantrouerhe that 
could not bee decided; My witneſſe is 
in heauen, So Samuel declaring to the 
people his integrity, how vprightly he 
had conuerſt amongſt them; hee takes 
the Lord to be a witneſſe betwint him 
aud the people, 1. S. 1 2.2.5, Where« 
by we may (cc howfearefull a thing it 
is, thus to dally with our all- ſceing and 
all- Knowing God; as tacall his ſacred 
Maieſty zo be a witnes in matteys of vn- 


truth, cõtrary to dur own knowledge; 
| and 
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and the teſtimony of our owne conſci- 
ence, For aflpredly the Lord will bee 
a witneſſe, a ſwitt witneſſe ; they are 
the words of his one mouth: / will be 
4 ſwift witneſſe againſt the Sorcerers, a- 
gainſt the eAdniterers, againſt falſe 
[wearers., againſt thoſe that oppreſſe the 
hirelmg in his wages the widdow and the 
fatherleſſe,and that turne aſide the ſtran- 

er from his right, and feare not me, ſaith 
the Lord of hoſtes, Mal. 3. v. 5. 

The ſecond ſort of accuſers are the 
Devils, the whole rabble of that infer- 
nal Kingdome;the common & ſworne 
aduerfariesto all mankind , and if they 

dare to accuſe the brethren, the Saints, 
and ſeruants of God : as hee did that 
perfect and vprig bt man of God, holy Job. 
Aſſuredly this will bee his practice at 
that day, he wil bring forth a moſt exact 
bill of all our finnes committed all our 
life long. Preſto erit , ſaith Anguſt ine, 
Diabolus ante tribunal { byiſti,c5 reci- 
tabit verba profeſſlonts notre, & obyciet 
nobis in faciem omnia que fecimmus ; in 
quo die & in quo loco peccuuimus, & que 
facere debuimu. The Deuil wil be rea- 
dy 
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dy before the Tribunall of Chriſt, and 
will recite the words of what wee haue 
made profeſſion of, and obiect pur 
owne ſinnes to our faces; in what day, 
and at what place wee did commit 
them, and 1 other circumflances; 
howſoeuer wee now caſt them behind 
our backes, then will hee bring them 
forth before our faces, It bebooues vs 
therfote,to be watchful ouet ourdwae 
wayes , conſidering the Deuil watch- 
eth ouer vs ſo, that hee wil not let paſſe 
any oue of our ſinnes vntegiſtred: but 
will bring them forth to che conſuſion 
of the wicked ; yea if it were poſſible, 
of the Saints, at the day of. ludgement. 
The third ſort of accuſers ate the Au- 
gels beſide them, I wi! not here main- 
taine Origem opinion, who ſaith} urſ- 
quiſq; Angeloruns aderit, proadusexs ups 
uibus prefwit, qui teſſmauium probibe - 
2 quot Anne circa enmlaborant Aa- 
mum inſtigando, ſed manta cias (prents 
That as cuery man hach his particular 
Angel atteoding on him, prouoking 
him to good, protecting him from e- 
vill ; euery mans particular Angell ſhal 
F 2 Wit- 
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wicnefle _ the wicked ar this 


day. But farre greater is the. royalty 
of Gods children, they haue gards of 
Angels, thouſands of Angels doe inui- 
ron them about, and defend them 
from all their foes, though neuer ſo 
many, neuer ſo mighty; ſometime ſtri- 
king off the fetters in which they 
are tyęd priſoners, and making paſſage 
ſor them, by throwing open the dores 
of the priſon ; and as theſe ſwift-win- 
ked meſſengers doe obſerue the wayes 
of the wicked, whoſe miniſtery they 
haue abuſed; and as jhey haue preſu- 
med to commit ſin in the ſight of the 
—— : the Angels being ſpectatots 
and eye witneſſes to all their actions, 
ſhall bee produced as ſo many accuſers 
at the day of ludgement. Tremble 
then, thou profane and looſe liuer, that 
dareſt to comit that in the fight of the 
Angels, which thou feareſt to doe in 
the light of little children. 

The foutth ſort of accuſers are the 
Saints before them, whom they haue 
deſpiſed, ſcorned, and abuſed in this 
life, whom they haue accounted as the 
ſcumme, 
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ſcumme, and the off. ſcowring of all 
things, men vnworthy to liue, whom 
they baue had in deri on and a prouerbe 
of reproch; as the wicked haue iudged 
the godly at their pleaſure, ſo the Saints 
then ſhal iudge the wicked, the world, 
that is, the company ofthe wicked:and 
they that in this life haue been made 
the foote- ſtooles of the wicked, ſhall 

then fit vpon Thrones iudging the twelue 

Tribes of Iſrael, Matth. 19.28. 

The fifth ſort of witneſſes are the 
wicked, witnefling againſſ the wicked, 
The men of Ninine, \aith our Sauiour 
Chriſt i riſe vp with this generation, 
and ſhall camdemme it; the Qurene of the 
South fhallriſe vp with this generation 
in the Judgement, and ſhall condemne it, 
Aatib. 1 2. 40. 41. Tyre and Sydon ſhall 
witneſſe again(t Corazin and Bethſai- 
da, Sodom and Gomorrah againſt Ca- 
pernaum, Ephraim againſt Manaſſes, 
CManaſſes againſt Ephraim, the Phari- 
ſes agsinſt the Sadduces, the Sadduces 
againſt the Phariſees, the Pope againſt 
the Turke, che Turke againſt the Pope 
and they that know not whether there 
1 bee 
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bee a holy Ghoſt or no, ſhallwitrefſe 
againf{ the formall Proreftants of our 
time, ho often talke of the Spirit, and 
yet walk after the fleſh, having aſhew 
of godlineſſe, and yet denie the power 
thereof;yca,and not onely ſo, but birds 
of a feather, ſuch as haue been compa- 
nions in finne, and haue had fellow- 
ſhip in the vnfruitfull workes of dark- 
neſſe, ſhal witnes one againſt another; 
the Egyprians againſt the Egyprians, 
the ſwearer againſt the ſweater, the Ex- 
tortionet againſt the Extortioner, the 
Vſurer againſt the Vſurer, the Drun- 
kard againſt the Drunkard, and they 
that haue ſlept in the ſame bed of hn, 
the Adulteter againſt the Adultereſſe, 
one wicked wretchſhal witnes againſt 
onother at the day of Judgement. And 
what know we, but that the Satyrs of 
Virginia may witneſſe againſt many 
ſeeming Saints in Eogland at that day? 
they ynto whom the light ofthe Goſs 
pell hath not dawned as yet, but are 
nuzled in datkneſſe, bredin blindnefle, 
and led along inigoorance,fhal doubt 
lefle witneſſe agꝛiuſt many of ys, that 
liue 
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.live vnder the ſound of the Word, en- 


ioying the free paſſage of the Goſpel, 
the pure preaching cf the Word of 
God in ſeaſon, and ont of ſeaſon, that 
haue had ſo many Sermons of repen- 
tance that haue had ſo many threats of 
Gods Iudgements denounced againſt 
vs; and yet wee perſcuere in the ſame 
ſinnes which wee finde condemed by 
the Word]; for where grace is moſt plen. 
tifml, there ſans is moſt ſinful: doubtleſſe, 
the Heathens, Pagans, and Infidels, 
Whores and Harlogs, ſhall enter inte 
the Kingdome of Heauen, before ſuch, 
as turne the grace of God into u an- 
tonneſſe. 

Neither ſhall the wicked onely 
one vritneſſe againft another, but they. :

Law, and the Rook of thine owne con- 
ſcience: The Law will pleade for tranſ- 
gleſſion of her Precepts, and will tell 
thee what thou ſhouldeſt haue done: 
thy conſcience will preſent vnto thy 
view, the things which thou haft done, 
and ſhall pronounce che ſentence of 
condemnation with ſo ſhrill a voice, 
that thy deafeſt care may heare it: this 
booke of conference is in thine owne 
keeping, lockt vp within the cloſer of 
thine owne boſome; none can falſiſie 
it, neither is there any thing written in 
chis booke, but what thine owne hand 
hath ſubſcribed therunto;therfore thou 
canſt not take any exception againſt ir, 


As was Gods proceeding againſt Iuda 


and Ieruſalem, ſuch ſhall his procee- 
ding bee againſt the wicked at the day 
of Iudgement: before he pronounced 
their Iudgement, hee appealed vnto 
their owne conſciences, whether they 
had not deferued, that God ſhould vt- 
tetly reiect and forſake them; O Inba- 
bit anti of leruſalem, and men of [ndah, 
mage,1 pray you, beiwixt mee and my 
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the Uineyard, Iudge you, that is, looke in- 
on- to your, owne conſciences, and there 
nl. reade your one finnes, and iudge 
ell whether you haue not deſerued, that / 
e: ſhould take away the hedge : that is, leaue 
by oft ro defend you from your enemies; 
Ie, and ſuffer the Babylonians to invade 
of and ſpoile you, Make you deſolate, that 
e, is; defticure of policicall gouernment, 
Us and that Briers and I hornes ſbould grow 
ne *p: that is, many of you carried away 
of vnto the Idolatrie, and other fins of the 
ie Babylonians; and that the clouds ſhould 
in raine no raine: that is, that you ſhould 
d be depriued of all kind of comforrs in 
u your captiuitie, altogether pining with 
t. ſorrow,fitring downe by the waters of Ba- pſalm. 237 
a bylon weeping and banging vp your Harps 
ypon the Willow trees that are there- 
* in. So ſhall ic hee at the day of Iudge- 
d ment, God will appeale vnto the con- 
0 ſciences ofthe wicked, and the conſci- 
/ ences of the wicked ſhal frame that deſ- 
perate concluſion of cuerlafting con- 
- demnation againſt tnemſelues. They 


ſhall not bee brought to the hghe of 
their ſinnes by parables, as Iuda and 
Ieruſa-

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The fiſt reaſon , why the ſtate and 5.Regſon 


cõdition of the wicked is ſo full of hor- 
ror at the day of Iudyement,is, by rea- 
ſon of that ſeareſull ſentence of con- 
d:mnartion, pronounced agiinft them 
by that iuſt ad moſt vpright Iudge. 
Their ſentence is altea dyreuealed vnto 
them by our Sauiour Chriſt, in the 25. 
of S. Matth. verſ.41. Depart from mc, 


yee curſed. into enerlaſting fire , prepared 


for the Demill and his Angeli. This ſen- 
rence is very ſeatefull, wherber we te- 
ſpe& the words thertifelues, the ludge, 
from whoſe mouth they doe proceede, 
or the irreuocableneſſe of them. 
Depart from me,] Thoſe are words 
of ſeparation; you curſed, wordes of 
dereitation ; inte exerlaſting fire, words 
of deſperation ; prepared for the Dexilt 
and his Angels, a dolefull exemplifiea- 
tion, Depart from mee : what ſhall the 
Creature do, when he is baniſhed from 
the preſence of the Creator : Oh, the 
bitter fruit of fin, which cauſeth the 
Lord todenie that Creature to be his, 
as not belonging vnto him, but vttetly 
to diſclaime him, which once he made 
to 
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to bis owne Image. O, conſider, this in 
time, who ſhall receive thee; when 
God caſts thee out from his face: Aſ- 
ſure thy ſelſe, euery Creature ſhall te- 
ſuſe her comfort to thee , if a drop of 
cold water might bearcliefe vntothee, 
thou ſhalt not get it. But as thy whole 
life was but a turning backe from the 
Lord, a wandring, anda going a who- 
ring after lying vanities; at that day 
thou ſhalt receaue this for a recom- 
pence of thineerring, Depart ſrom me: 
and who are they that muſt depart, 
the curſad: they that in their life time 
haue beene renowned by great and 
glorious Titles, as King Prince, Duke, 
Noble, Reuerend, Worſhipfull ; now 
all their glory ſhall bee turned into 
ſhame, their honor into ignomioy, and 
their ſeemingly bleſſed eftate, ſhall be 
turned into a truely curſed : yes curſed 
depart from me ; and whicher?into fire: 
and whatfire? euetlaſting fire: If this 
fire were but like that Gined fire of 
Popiſh Purgatory, where venial ſinnes 
are clenſed, & purged, there wereſome 


hope that their torments ſhould have 
an 
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an end : but they that ate caſt into this 
fire,ſhall there lye, and cry, and fry for

there they ſhall continue a thouſand; 
nay , ten thouſand; nay, a thouſand 
thouſand , as many yeares as there are 
haires ypon thine head, ſtarres in hes.

in the Sunne, leaues in Autumne , all 
thefe muſt be doubled, nay redoubled, 
cuery one muſt be a thouſand, nay ten 
thouſand , and yet thy torments ſhall 


not haue an end, Matth,22.1 3. 


* Tothispurpoſe, Auguſtine, ſetting 
forth the deſperate eſtate of thoſe that 
are adiudged to that place, ſaith : In in- 
ferno nalia eſt redemptio, quoniam qui il- 
lic dammatus, & demerſus ſucrit iterins 
non exibit: In hell there is no redempti- 
on, becauſe he that is adiudged to that 
place, ſhall neuer come out any more.

our riorous kinde of life, all our catnall 

pleaſures and delights, what haue they 
profited vsꝰloe, al things are paſt away, 

like a dreame, like a haddow,and as a 

poſte that hafted by, as a ſhip that paſ- 

ſeth ourr the waues of the water, or as 

a bird lowne through the aire, and are 

became as if they neuer had been, and 

hither are we adiudged vnto perpetual 

paynes, and euetlaſting puniſhments. 

But neither their weeping , nor their 

crying, nor their ſcreeching, wil auaile 
them any thing.

[65 
eſt dalor, & plandtus, & clamor & non eff 
qui exaudiert : In hell there is ſctrow, 
mourning, crying, and yet none that 
will keare. Then ſhall the wicked wiſh 
that they had neuer been borne, or that 
God in their firft creation had made 
them ſome creatures of another kinde, 
as Todes, Serpents, or Cockatrices, for 
then their miſeries and ſhame ſhould 
haueended with their liues, Then ſhall 
the rent-racking Lãdlord wiſh, that be 
Had never oppreſſed his poore Teracs, 
Then ſhall che couctous Patron wiſh, 
that hee had neuer made a prey of the 
Levitesportion, Then ſhall the care. 
leſſe Paſter wiſh, that he he d never leſt 
his flock vnto the byrelings, who in 
ſtead of Preaching the word of God in 

ſeaſon, and cut of ſeaſon, doe tyetheir 
flock vnto a ſlender dyet, either a few 
cold dead Homies, or ſome certayne 
menethly Sermons, & yet thinke theit

Then ſhall 
the drunkard wiſh, that hee had neuer 
turned ſo much liquor ouer his tongue, 
wantonly, & waſtſully, and now want 
a drop of cold water for to coole his 
tongue. Then ſhall the wanton forni- 
cator wiſh , that hee had neuet waſted 
his body, and his goods, vpon the bo- 
dy of a ſtrange woman, and withall 
ſhall confefle, that Lreng eſt voluptas 
fornication, ſed perpetua eſt pana for. 
nicatoris : ſhort is the pleaſure of forni»

Secondly, this Iudge is ſo vpright 
in iudgement, that in giuing of ſen- 
tence againſt the wicked : firſt, hee 
cannot erre through ignorance, for he 
ſearcheth the heart and tryeth the reines, 
te giue onto euer man according to his 
mayer, and according to the fruit of his 
workes, Ierem. 17. 10. Vea, al things are 
naked and opinto his eyes, before whom 
we muft appeate. Heethat knew Joby 
the Baptiſt iu the wombe,and faw Na- 
thanacl vader the Fig-tree, doth alſo 
know,and ſee our goings out, and our 
comming in; he diſcernes Eſau ſtom 
Jacob; and knowes faire Rahel, from 


bleare. 
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bleare-eyed Leah : hee knowes the 
thoughts, and intents of our hearts, the 
words of our mouthes, and the workes 
of our hands, P/al. 139.1.2.3.4-andis 
able to ſet before vs euen our moſt ſe- 
cret finnes, . 
Secondly, he cannot be ouer-ſwayed 
with fauour,or friendſhip. Indeede in 
earthly Courts, among the ſonnes of 
men, wickeaneſſe may bes inthe place of 
Indgement, Eccleſ.;.ver.16, but in this 
great Court of heauen, the — will 
not be parciall to any; God bath no re- 
Pedt of perſons, Rum. 2. v. 2 l. but every 
one that feareth Cod, and wort ethrigh- 
teomſueſſe, ſhall bee accepted at that — 
Nothing will then preuaile, but a pure 
heart, and an vpright ſpiric : and as for 


the Iudge , with righteouſneſſe will hee can un 
iudge the world, and the people with equi- perſona in- 
ty, P/al.z 8.9. If great men bee found dicabitar, 
in great finnes, they ſhall be adiudged 4. 


vnto great torments, T opber is prepa- 
red forthe King, and the pooreſt beg- 
ger ſhall then haue as good audience 
in this Court of Iuſſice, as the migh- 
tieſt Monarch in the world, 

G 3 Thirdly, 
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Thirdly, this Indge cannot be ouer- 
come with power, Indeede amongſt 
the ſonnes of men, might oftentimes 
ouer-comes the right; but vnto this 
Iudge, all power i ginen both in heauen 
and cart h Ad atth. 28. 18. He it was that 
threw the Angels out of heauen; Adam 
out of Paradiſe; Saul out of his King- 
dome; Nebuchadue⁊ ar our of mens 
ſociety, to conuerſe with beaſts : and 
he it is that wil humble the highlookes 
of man, and abaſe the loſtineſſe of men in 
that day, I/. 2.11. = 

As this Judge cannot be ouer-ſway- 
ed with power, ſo can he not be bow. 
ed with pity and compaſſion. The time 
was indeede when our Saujour wept 
ouer Ietuſalem, and made a Sermon 
full of teares, O Ieruſalem, - Jeruſalem, 
Luke 19.41. Butnow, alas, there is 
no place for pardon, though Ieruſalem 
ſhould ſeek it with teares, Could thine 
eyes then ſheadas many teares as there 


are drops of watet in the Sea, yet thou 


couldeſt not bee able ro moue Chriſt 
vnto compaſſron, The day before the 
ttumpet ſound, mercy ſhal be preached 
to 


annere 
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to the penitent, and beleeuets, by the 
Goſpell; but from the time that the 
ſentence is once giuen, there ſhall ne- 
uer be more offring of mercy; the dore 
fhall be cloſed : though the wicked cry 
for mercy, & with E/as ſeeke the bleſ- 
ſing with many teares, yet ſhall they 
neuer finde it, But as Chriſt doth now 
weep for the ſinners conuetſion, ſo wil 

hee then laugh at the ſinners deftru- 

ction. 

5. Laſtly, this Iudge cannot be cor. 
rupted with bribes, which amongſt the 
ſonnes of men peruert iuſtice, & blinde 
the eyes of thoſe that fit in Tucgement: 
for the richeſt in the world muſt ap- 
peare naked and empty-hided, before 
Chriſt, as naked as euer wee came into 


the world , and nakeder then euer we 


went our of the world, by as much as 
a winding ſheet comes vnto : Riches, 


| gold and luer. auaileth not in the day of 


wrath, but righteonſnes ſaneth the ſoule.

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This Iudge will not be prevented with 
fauour,moued with mercy,nor mitiga- 
ted with teates, mee ſententia eius lata 
vnquam reuocabitur; neither will the 
ſentence once paſt againſt them, euer 
bee reuoked any more; which is the 
third thing that I am to ſpeake of. 

This ſentence is the more dreadfull, 
becauſe it is irreuocable: ſentence pro- 
ceeding from the ludgement ſeate of 
mortall men, may be reuoked, or top» 
ped by ſundry meanes: 2 firſt. by ap- 
pealing vnte ſome higher Iudge; as 
Paul appealed vnto Ceſar : but at this 
— Aſſiſe there is no higher Iudge, 

or he ir the onely and bleſſed Prince, the 
King of Kingt,and Lord of Lordul. Tim. 
6.15. And the Father hath committed 
all Indgement unto him, Ioh. 5. 27. 

2. TheJudge vpon better and more 
mature deliberation, may alter his 
opinion: but there is no alteration of 
Iudgement, when it is once gone forth 
from the Throne of the Lord, whoſe 
Tudgements are more teſolute, then the 
Decrees of the Medes and Perfians, 
which might not bee altered, When 
Eſau 
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Eſan came to bis father for a bleſſing, . 
which was formerly paſt to Ie, his 
father ſaid, I hane bleſſed him, and hee 
fhall be bleſſed, Gen. 27.37. So reſolute 
ſhall the Lords ſentence he at the day 
of Iudgement : I baue curſed them, and 


they ſhall bee curſed: and as Buloaam + 


faid ynto Balak, The Lord bath bleſſed, 
and he cannot rewerſe is, Numb. 23. 20. So 
ſay I The Lord will not reverſe this his 
ſenteace of malediction, Cos ye curſed:

And not only ſhall they be debard of

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Saints, but they ſhall be deprived of all 
Earthly comforts, and all their former 
delights.T he Pomegranat tree,the Palm 
tree, the Apple tree ſhall wither; the Ar- 


p les after which their ſoule luſted, ſhall 


depart from them, and they ſhall finde 
wone: Yea, if a drop of cold water 
would comfort them,it ſhall be denied 
them; The Epicure ſhall bee depriued 
of his daintie diſhes, the Drunkard, of 
his bowles of wine, the Adulterer, of 
his wanton Miſtris, the Couetous, and 
Vſurer,of their gold, which they made 
their God.

So that 
this Age in which we liue, is the laſt 
Age, and may bee termed T *

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andold-age of the world: and if Saint 
Jobut time was the laſt howre, then 
ſurelytheſe our times are the laſt mi · 
nutes: Then now the end of all things is at 
hand, and wee are they von whom the 
end: of the world are come, and Chriſt is 
ready to iudge the quick and the dead. 
But how long this laſt Age, being the 
dotage of the world, will continue, it is 
conccald from men and Angels. Au- 
guſtins told his friend Heſchi ( curi- 
ouſly inquiring of the end of the 
world) that hee durſt not meaſure, li- 
mit or determine the times and ſcaſons 
which God hath put in his one pow- 
er; it may be euery mans anſwere vn. 
to all ſuch curious queſtioniſts, There 
are vety many of the learned Rabbins, 
who being ledde by their owne vaine 
and weake conieQures, would ſeeme 
to ſer downe a certaine ſet time of the 
end ofthe world, poſitiuely affirming 
the world ſhall indure fix thouſand 
yeeres, and thoſe yeeres they doe di- 
ſtribute into two thouſand before the 
Law, two thouſand vnder the Law, 
two thouſand after the Law ; where- 


ypon 
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ypon ſome orher faine,that the world 
ſhall indure ſix dayes, as it was made 
in ſix dayes, & the length of every day 
to bee a thouſand yeeres ; as if it had 
beene Daxids meaning where he ſaith, 
that A thouſand yeeres in thy fight are 
as yeſterday,P ſal. go v. 4. Whereas his 
meaning is, that all things paſt, and to 
come, are preſent with God. Indeede 
it is the Devils policy, becauſe hee 
would haue vs to put off farre from vs 
the euill day, and with the ſluggard in 
the Prouerbs, deſire yer 4 lutie more 
ſteepe , a little more ſlumber , to buſie 
vs with an infinite many of friuolous, 
idle, and vnprofiteble queſtions , that 
we may neglect that one thing which i 
wecefſary: as namely,a careful prepara- 
tion, rather then a curious inquiry, to 
watch and pray, according to our Saui- 
ours counſell, left that day come on vs 
vnawares,and we found ſleeping: for 


as Auguſtine truly; Prophecies are ſoo- , . * 
nerfulfilled,then voderfiood, Of that . 
day and houre kroweth n man ; u0 not intelligi, 


the Angeli in heauen, neither the Sanne, Aug, 


but the Father, Mark, 13. 32. It our 
H Saui- 
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Sauiour would hane revealed this day 


vnto any, doubtleſſe bee would haue 
reuealed it ynto his Apoſtles, his ſe- 
cretaries, bis fauourites, his followers, 
ynto whom hee imparted greater 
things, and bettet things, yet hee tels 
them flatly, Nen eſt veſtrums noſſe tem- 
pora, &. It is not for you to knowthe 
times or the ſeaſons , which the Father 
bath put in bis owne power, Alt. 1.7. 
Ofthe day and howre knoweth no man, 
vo not the Angels, The Angels abound 
with much knowledge, natwrall,expe- 
rimentall, and rewealed, vnto whom 
God himſclte doth reueale certaine 
Ambaſſages to conuay vnto his chil. 
dren, and haning farre better meanes 
of knowledge then wee haue, for as 
much as they know God intwende, by 
his looking in his face, Marth. 18. 10. 
But wee haue our knowledge, diſcar- 
rendo, by diſcuſſing, reaſoning, diſpu- 
ting, and that not a priori neither, but 
a poſteriori, by his backe parts, as hee 
hath manifeſted himſelſe in his works, 
being mirabilic in maximus, mirabilis in 
minimis, wonderfull in all his workes:

derogated from his luſtice, and ſo con- 
ſequently from his glory, in not being 
a iuſt revenger of ſinne, was as willing, 
and as well contented, as Abraham, 

that Sodom ſhould be ſaueg, for euer 
petition returned vnto Alrabam with 
ſome aduantage : and moft comforta- 
ble is it, the Lord neuer ceaſed gtaun- 
ting, till Abrabam ceaſed asking; but 
inthe end there being ſuch a penury, 
ſuch a ſcarcity , ſuch a nullity of good 
men, that the Lord deftroyed them 
with fire and brimſtone, and ſo it re- 
majnes vntill this day, as a monument 
Mare mor. of Gods wrath, a Sea of fire and brim- 
tum. lone. If we trauell vnto that great Ci- 
ty Ieruſalem, the Metropolis of the 
world, the Lady of the earth, the per- 
fection of beauty, wee ſhall ſinde it but 
2 heape of ſtones, But what did meuec 
the Lord to deſlroy ſo famous a City, 
7 | called 


the Lord, out of heauen , vpon thoſe” 
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called the City of God, the habitation 

ol the moſt Higheſt , a place where he 

did delight to dwell? yer fin had made 

her infamous and odious in the ſight of 

God : the contagion and infection of 

ſinne was generall, and that not only 

ſome kinde of ſinnes, but all ſinne, all 

oppreſſion, that is, all kinde of ſinne: and Synechdo- 
well may it bee, for oppreſſion is a cry- che ſpecies, 
ing ſinne, and they that make no con- 
ſcience of great ſinnes, ſurely, will not 
make conſcience of leſſer; and theſe 
ſinnes were not committed in corners, 
or by · lanes, but in the open ſtreets, in 
the market place; men were growne 
impudent in ſinne; all oppreſſion was in 
the midſt. of Ieruſalem, lerem.6,ver(c6, 
finne was growne generall , Ieruſalem 
was 4 denne of Theenes ; there was no 
righteous man found throughout the 
= City, that executed iudgement, 
and ſought the truth; No, nor at the 
Court, amongſt the great Men, amog(t 
the Rulers, amongit the Noble men, 
Theſe haue altogether broken the yoke, 
and burſt the bond: no, nor yet among 
the Prophets, for they propheſie * 
Ys

bift.1ud. 
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ly, and the Prieſts beare rule by their 
meanes, that is, both agree together, 
in a mutuall and meere colluſion ofthe 
ple, as the * with his orders of 
egging Fryers : fitſt, * and 
deceiue the people, and then they di- 
uide the ſpoile, Ierem. 5. 1. 5. 31. To 
conclude, ſinne was as generall in Ie- 
ruſalem, as euer it was in the old world 
when it was deſtroyed with water, or 
in Sodome, hat City of pride, luxury, 
idleneſſe, when it was burnt with fire ; 
ſo Ieruſalems puniſhments were para- 
lell to her ſinnes; her ſinnes were ge- 
nerall, her judgements were as gene- 
rall: There is not one ſtone leſt vpon 
another, of ſo many ſtately buildings, 
on whichthe Iewes ſo confidently pre- 
ſumed, and ſo preſumptuouſly inſulted 
ouer the Romanes, ſaying , that if the 
Romans had wiogs, yet they could not 
flye oner their wals, and inuade their 
City. 

And is not ſinne growne as generall 
in this world, as euer twas in the old 
world, or in Sodome, or in Ieruſalemꝰ 
may we not as iuſtly take yp the com- 
plaint 
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plaine of Iſay in his time? Both head is 
ſicke and heart it heauie, I ſai tc where, 
by bead ( as Interpreters obſerue) 
1s meant the King for the Prophet ſpea- 
keth vnto the Jewes, as if they were 
one body) and when the Prophet com- 
plained of this ſickneſſe of the head, he 
meant Aba, who then was head of the 
Kingdome, and his diſeaſe was not in 
the — as A/a his gout, but in the 
corruption of his life, hee did nothing 
that was right im the fight of the Lord hus 
God, 2. K. 16. 2. & the hart is the Prieſis 
that if they be ſuch as they ſhould be, 
may very well reſemble the heart, that 
as the heart communicateth vitall ſpi- 
rits vnto the whole body, ſothe Mini- 
ſters of God ſhould endeuour to cre- 
ate the life of grace ia every mans 
ſoule : But if, likeche heart they do not 
employ themſelues in their peculiar of- 
fice and dutie, preaching the Word of 
God in ſeaſon and out of feaſon, quick. 
ning the members that are dead in fin, 
and endeuouring daily the conuerſion 
of ſoules, by wholſome doctrine, and 
holy conuetſation; then are they not 
IL hearts 
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hearts any lopger,butſharmes, and in 
Gods due tims they (hall bee trodden 
vnder footelike clay in the ſtreete, or 
caft out with — ſalt to the 
dounghill. The foot may not find fault 
with head or heart: only I will ingemi- 
nate the Prophets words, Both bend is 
fich and hart is heamy: The matter which 
Ihaue in hand, ſorceth mee to ſhew 
the generalitic of ſinne, and ſo conſe- 
quently the propinquity of the general 
Judgement. If God ſhould look downe 
from heauen vpon the children of men, 
and mat ke what is done amiſſe in this 
our ſinful Sublunarie, he may ſee that al 
are gone aſide, euen from the higheſt 
to the loweſt, from the youngeſt to the 
eldeſt, from the richeſt to the pooreſt, 
from the Eagle to the Wren, They are 
altogether become abominable, there i: 
none that doth good, no, not one,Pſalme 
14-3. The foundations of the Earth 
are out of courſe, ſinne hath gotten the 
vpper hand, iniquity aboundeth, vertue 
is diſgraced, vice aduanced. Sin now 
adaies is growne vnto ſuch a pteſump- 
tion, and that Ro 
ord 
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ſword of Authoritie, which vnleſſe it 
lay vnſheathed in the hand of the Ma- 
giſtrate, bearing it in vaine, were able to 
deftroy this Hydra of finne, though 
new heads budded out contihually. It 
itrecorded of a French Ambaſſador in 
thetime of King Richard the third, 
bow he told the King, that there were 
three great Whores in England, Pride, 
Couetouſaeſſe, Luxutie: If this Am- 
baſſadot were to come againe, he may 
tell the King, that there ate more then 
tenne times three; not a ſinne but bath 
his mate: Pride and Ambition, Coue- 
touſneſſe and Extortion, Adultery and 
Fornication, Flattery and Diſſimulati- 
on, Strife and Contention, Swearing: 
and Forſwearing, Lying and Curk 
ſpeaking, Chambering and Wanton- 
neſſe, Strife and Enuying ; nay, mere 
finnes then I can name, and ſuch ſinnes $1 ſuperbia 
as are not to be named, | — — 
To inſiſt a while vpon ſome particu- gelis Deus 
lars, to begin firſt wich the firft, chat 25 peperrit, 
firſt inne of Pride, ſo hatefull in the d mi- 
higheſt Eye, that ic threw the Angels 1 
out of Heauen, whereby they became bn 
reprobate gemd. 
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reprobate Devils : and yet no ſinne fo 
common, none growne more generall, 
then this ſinne of Pride. Were the 
daughters of Zion euer more proud 
and haughtie, then our Dames of Eng- 
land? who are ſo farre from being like 
women that profeſſe the feare of God, 
1. Tin. 2. 10. that they ſcarce looke 
like the creacures of God, being ſo miſ. 
create ofttimes,and ſo deformed with 
their French, theit Spaniſh, and theit 
fooliſh faſhions. with their Plumes, 
Fannes, Feathers and Fardingales, Vel- 
vet Vizards, that they looke rather like 
ſome Antickes, Maskers, Maygames? 
E/aias Text of faſhions is multiplied 
by the fancies of our time: Their bon- 
nets,and their br acelets, their ſlippers and 
their mufflers, their vailes, their wimples, 
and their cri ping pinnes, their round ty- 
ers like the Moe, Iſaiah 3.19, Vet he 
makes no mention of the yellow 
Ruffes , of their perfumed ſhagged 
haire, which never grew ypon theit 
ownehead; nor oftheir painted faces: 
a pretty artificiall meanes to mend the 


workmanſhip of their Maker. But 1 


thinke, 
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thinke . that the Myſtery of this art may 
rather be teduced to the common place 
of whoriſhneſſe, or ia a neater cearme, 
the attire of an harlos, Prom. 7, that as 
Eraſmus laid of a Lyar, Offende mibs 
mendac em, & oftendans t1hifurem, ſhew 
mea Lyar, and I wil ſhew theea thiefe: 
ſo ſhew mee 2painted face, may I ſay, 
and I will ſhew thee a whore» for ſhee 
dwels at the Signe of a painted face, 

Neither is this — of pride peculiar 

vnto women onely, but alſo to men, ſor 

they are almoſt become like voto wo- 

men, as though they were willing to 

change ſexes with them. In the time 

of Popery,as one ſaies wittily-England 

was made an Aſſe to beare the burthen 

of the Popes taxations: but now Eng- 

land is metamorphoſed into an Ape, 

an imitator of all faſhions, of all Coun- 

tries and Nations, France, Spaine and 

Italy, &c. 

To leaue pride as an vgly monſter,

Beſide, how is the bed of honourable 
marriage abuſed by vnlawfull mix- 
turesꝰ God that is v one, as Bernard, 
Juiſſimus, moſt one, hath made vnn, 
one woman vni, for one man, and one 
man for one woman; ſo ſpeakes the 
Prophet; And did bee not make one ? 
where God ſends vs backe to the cop- 
pie; and firſi inſtitution of marriage, he 
made one man for ene woman, Adam 
for Ewe, and ioyned them both toge- 
ther in one inuiolable band of honora. 
ble wedlock, Ge. 2. 24. Tet had be abnn.. 
dance of ſpirit, that is, by that ſelſe ſame 
ſecret inſpiration, whereby Adam be- 
came a liuing ſoule, by that ſame pow- 
erfull influence, if I may ſo ſpeake, God 
could haue created more men for one 
woman, yet he did not. And why would 
he not ? Becauſe he ſought a go ly ſeede; 
that is, 4s marriage is honourable, ſo 
the 
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the fruire of this diuive ordinante 
ſhould bee holy, not illigitimate, not 
baſtards,not a promiſcuous ſeede, Ma- 
lach. 2. 15. Zut alas, ho is the ende of 
marriage peruerted? how doth en 
man neigh after bis neig hbours wife? Je 
remie 5.8; Thatis, men areas ſhame. 
lefle,and as reſolutely impudent ia this 
filthy fact, like welfed boyſes, that haue 
no wnderſtanding, Pſalm, 3 2.9. which 
the Prophet calles the ſinne of abomi- 
nation, Exeh,22.11, How doth every 
man lay waite at his neighbours doore? 
Job 31.4. that is, by priuate ſtealth, to 
warme anothers bed, leauing their ows 
cifternes, the wife of thein youth to em- 
brace the boſome of the ſtranger, Prom. 5, 
But I will leaue this ſinne in ſecret 
where it is committed: for the ſilent 
night onely is guiltie of cheſe vnchaſt 
actions, and ſecret chambers are only 
priuie ynto theſe works of datkeneſſe: 
this fin is more ſuſpe cted then knowne, 
and yet knowne too well. to be too too

It 
is the Lords gracious and mercifull diſ- 
penſation to prorogue a while the 
tearme of his comming, becauſe wee 
ſhould baue a little more time to re- 
pent in , and ſo be leſt without leſſe ex- 
cuſe, Let vs then vſe the Lords pati- 
ence, as a ſpurre and prouocation vnto 
repentance, ſo ſaith the bleſſed Apoſtle 
propheſying of the Atheiſts of our 
time, who doe not ſticke to ſay,YPhere 
is the promiſe of bis comming? Sheweth 
what vſe they ſhould make of the ſee- 
ming ſlacknes of his comming, his long 
ſuffering, is an argument that the Lord 
is not willing, that any ſhould periſb, but 
that al ſbould come to repentãce, 2. Pe. 3.9 
And thus merciſully the Lord dealt 
with the old world ; after hee had 
threatned their deſtruction, hee gaue 
the one hundred and twenty yeeres to re- 
pent in, Gen,6.3, Put not then off farre 
from thee the euill day: if che Lord 
ſeemes ſlack, it is becauſe thou ſhoul-

v. 4. that is, the night of thy death,

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whichis the concluſion of the day of 
thy life, and then there is no more time 
to worke out our faluation. For an 
Angell hath fworne from, heawew , by 
him that lineth for enermore , that time 
ſhall be no more, Apoc: 10. 6. that is, after 
this acceptable time, no more time for 
repentance, no mote daies of ſaluation. 
The Apoſtle wils vs to des good while 
we haue time, intimating rad tr. af- 
ter this time, there is no more time. Vs. 
ta aut huc amittitur aut teneturichm if. 
hinc exce ſum fwerit, nullus panitentie lo- 
cus, nullus ſati ſfactiomis eſfectus : Life 
here is either got ot loſt; for hen we 
got out of the body, there is no place 
or repentance, no effect of ſatisfacti- 
on; if we haue ſinned to day, and have 
notrepented, it may be wee ſhall haue 
leaue of the Lords patience, tolearne it 
bettet another day: but after the tranſ- 
migration bf the ſoule from the body, 
there remaines notbing elſe, but a fear- 
full boking for of iudgement. It ſtand 
vs therefore vpon the ſaluation of our 
ſoule, to looke before wee leape, to be 
certaine that wee haue one foote vp- 
on the border of ( ana, before wee 
1. leauę 
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leaue our earthly tabetnacle. Let vs 
make our election ſure ynto ys, by true 
and ſpeedy repentance, and ſeale vp 
this comfortable concluſon to our 
ſoules, that our ſinnes are pardoned in 
the bloud of Chrift, Suppoſe that the 
generall dayof Iudgement were farre 
off, and that this day of ſaluation were 
to ſhine ypon this Land, fill on to the 
worlds end: yet what is that to thee or 
mee? the day of grace endeth to thee 
and mee, at the day of our death; after 
that, the Lord ſhall neuer offer mercy 
vnto vs. It is the gracious and merciful 
diſpenſation of almighty God , who

the time of repentance, Thus after he 
had threatned a Deluge and defiruQti- 
on yntothe old world, hee gaue them 
many yeeres to repent, before hee 
waſht them away with the waters of 
this wrath. He gaue Sodom & Gomorrah, 
ewo finfull Cities, hee gaue them a time 
to repent, Nimwe had a time, Jera- 
ſalem had atime, two and fortie yeeres 
After the paſſion of Chiift , the Figge 
Tree had a time, the fooliſh five Virgins 
had a time when they might haue en- 
tred. nay, God giues a time, aud lends 
a long ſpace vnto the moſt prophane, 
to make them the more inexcuſable; 
Curſed Cain, prophane Eſau, de ſperate 
Judas, they had all a time. This graci- 
ous proceeding doth the Lord ob- 
ſerue and keepe, and will vnto the

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be old, and ſo by a iuſt iudgement oſ 
God, they goe downe to the graue, ha- 
ning their — full of the ſinmmes of their 
youth ; for how almoſt is it poſſible that 
we ſhould repent truely, when wee be 
oldꝰrepentance is ſo hard and difficult a 
thing,a heauy burthen, a difficult duty: 
Age of it ſelfe is a burthen, a ſickneſſe, 
2 languiſhing diſeaſe : the Sergeants 
and Officers of Death haue arreſted e- 
very limbe, & haue taken vp the whole 
body, as an habitation of death. One 
crieth with the Shanamites child, Alas, 
my head, alas, my head, another with

ſce not how he can repent, vnleſſe hee 
repents that he bath liued too long, and 
therfore they wiſh for welcome death: 
when litile doe they well conſider, that 
death is the diſſolution of a miſerable 
life, but a paſſage to a worſe, a gate, an 
entrance to hell, if they dye vorepen- 
tant. ¶Auguſline his counſeil in this 
caſe is very heauenly, and very worthy

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thee, thou haſt not left it. The Deuill 
is as well contented as thy ſelfe, that 
thou ſhouldeſt put off and deferre the 
time of repentance, for he deſireth no- 
thing more then to fleale away from 
man the time of Grace, In this the 
Deuill is like the raking Vſurer, who 
feeding the prodigal humor of ynthrif- 
ty Gentlemen, giues day from time to 
time, vntill hee hath winded and wre- 
ſed their inheritance from them: euen 
ſo deales the Deuill, hee will perſwade 
thee that thou needeſt not to repent as 
yer, ſtay vntill to morrow ; thou art 
yong & luſty, thou haſt much ſtrength 
and marrow in thy bones, follow thine 
owne pleaſures , fulfill the vanit ies of 
thine owne affections, let repentance 
alone vntill thou be old, and canſt doe 
nothing elſe; and ſo ſtealeth away one 
day after another, vntill the day of 
Grace be gone paſt recall or tecouety. 
Let vs therefore labour for ſpeedy re- 
penrance: it is ſufficient that wee haue 
ſpenc the former part of our life in ſe- 
curity, ſiane, and ſenſuality, in a falſe 

perſwaſion of a bleſſed eſtate, when 

we are moſt accuſed: let vs leaue off to 


ſing 
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finga lallaby to our ſoule any longer;lec 
vs lay aſide the waxen wings of a pre- 
ſumptuous faith, and fall downe vpon 
the humbled knees of a broken heart; 
God reſpeReth and caſteth an eye vp- 
on none, but ſuch as are of a contrite 
and broken heartzlet vs not dare to ſay 
any longer, that wee haue Abrahamto 
our father, that is, that we are iuſtified, 
and yet we bring not forth fruits worthy 
amendment of life, For the bloud of 
Chriſt belongs not vnto thee, vnleſſe 
thy heart doth firſt bleed for ſinne: this 
fountaine of bloud belongs vnto none, 
but vnto the houſe of Dauid, that is, 
vnto ſuch as are true penitentiarics, as 
Damid was, who in the night time 
drowned his bed , and inthe day time 
made his couch to ſwimme with the 
teares of true repentance: then, and ne- 
uer til then canſt thou be aſſured of the 
remiſſion of thy ſinnes; vntill thou art 
come to the ſight of thy ſindes, thou 
canſt never gaine at comfortable cõ- 
cluſion, Chtiſt came into the world to 
ſave ſinners, I finde that I am a finner, 
and that not an ordinary finer, but the 
chiefeſt of ſinners, therefore hee came

21.18, So White is the beſt,and chie- 
ſeſt of all colours; and therefore it is 
ſaid, chat the Saints were clothed with 
white Robes, verſ. 11. Which colour 
is conſectated to innocency, puritie, 
victorie and felicitie ; and therefore it 
is faid, that the head ofthe Image v 
of fine Gold, Dun. 2. 32. And that the firſt 


horfe was white, verſ.2.ſothe firſt Mo- 


narchie,viz., of che Caldeans (though 
full of crueltie) was the beſt, and a gol- 
den Age, comparatively in reſpect of 
the reit : but the laſt of all was the 
wortt of all: the Romane Em rs 
oueſtripped all the reſt, in their bloudy 
proiects, and vnſpenkable cruelties;

Her moſſ bloudy perſecutouts were 
theſe Romane bloud-thirfty Emperors, 
Domician , Traian, Nero, Decius, 

Dioclean , Antoni,  Maxentine , 
Lycinis,and other cruel Tyrancs, euen 
vntil the time of Conflantine the Great; 

by whom the Sant were killed all the 

day long and were ac cute 4s ſbrepe to 

be flame,

times, vnder Antichriſt, when the 
whole number of Martyrs ſhall bee 
compleatly finiſhed,as it is v. i i. which 
may alſo bee divided into tenne perſe-

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Within the Pages of this holy Writ, 
Chriſt, the Church, the Minifters, are 
placed like the Sunne, Moone, and 
Statres inthe Firmament of Heaven; 
This Heauen departed in the raigne of 
eAmtichriſt , and became as a claſped 
Booke in reſpeR of the vſe of it, for al- 
moſſ as good as if it had not beene it 
all, then the people neuer a jor the bet · 
ter by it, hen the Laiety might not 
read it; but through the Priefts peta. 
cles: when Images were Lay-mens 
Bookes, and ſacred Scripture departed 
like a ſcrole, that is, lockt vp in an vn- 
knowne tongue. Earthquakes: doe 
ſigniſie ſeditions, alterations, mutati- 
ons of Nngdomes, and Emprres, ſuch as 
began in the Papacy, and doe not end 
as yet; but ſtil doth that exceeding 
dreadful beaſt. Daniel 7.v. 1 9. ftirre vp 
ſeditions, difturbe cõmon peace, ſhake 
Kingdomes, blowe vp Parliaments, 
cut off and anathemize Kings, by the 
thunder-bole of excommunication', 
yes and afterwards Canonize Devils 
for Saints ; if they would aduenture to 
kill Kings.

old dotage of Aquinas vpon this place, 
who, as his cuftome is, to turne all 
things into Allegorie, doth wreft this 
place of Kings andchiefe Captainesand 
would haue it to be vnderſtood of the 
Romiſh Clergy, the Biſhops, the Arch- 
biſhops, and the reſt of that rabble; 
cloifired Monks, and Maſſe-muctering 
Priefts,crying vnto the Mount ainei, that 
is, inuocating the Saints, imploring 
their parrocimie and their ſafeguarding 
protection, from the wrath that is to 
come. But theſe curſed Crue, that tob 
Chriſt of his honor, who is that one on- 
ly Mediator, 1.
